Two Citize ns Groups

SAN FRANCISCO — A citi­ 
zens’ campaign to crack down 
drastically on industrial air pol­ 
lution erupted yesterday before 
a committee of Bay Area smog 
officials.

SACRAMENTO (UPD — Re­ 
publican Bill Brophy’s stunning 
upset victory in a special Los 
Angeles Assembly race threw 
reapportionment 
negotiations 
into turmoil today and threat­ 
ened a delay in legislative ad­ 
journment until nearly Christ­ 
mas.

gam e,” said Assembly GOP 
Caucus Chairman John Stull of 
L eucadia. “ R epublicans are 
going to want a little better 
shake. It’s our political future 
we’re talking about and if it 
takes until mid-December, so

The GOP demanded that As­ 
sembly reapportionment reflect 
the party’s new strength picked 
up in Tuesday’s election, won 
narrow ly by Brophy. whose 
h o m e 
w as 
m y s te r io u s ly 
sprayed with gunfire the day 
before balloting. 
Democrats now control the 
Assembly by only a slim 42-38 
margin. 
Both parties, meantime, of­ 
fered analyses of why Brophy 
triumphed in a district heavily 
populated by Mexican-Ameri- 
cans and a voter registration 
favoring Democrats more than 
2-to-l. Brophy, 36, a handsome 
economic consultant, defeated 
Democrat Richard Alatorre by 
a margin of roughly 4 1-2 per­ 
centage points. 
Democrats said the unsolved 
shooting benefited Brophy be­ 
cause it gained him sympathy 
from voters and election eve 
publicity from television and 
newspapers. A volley of .22 rifle 
shots was fired into Brophy’s 
home from a passing car, ap­ 
parently narrowly missing the 
candidate. 
Generating laughter from his 
colleagues, Republican Assem­ 
blyman Paul Priolo of Pacific 
Palisades arose on the Assem­ 
bly floor Wednesday and jok­ 
ingly remarked he was “ a bro­ 
ker for Mr. Stull twho) has for 
sale a slightly used .22 rifle.”

Cambodia's Military 
Situation Worsens 


SAIGON (UPD — M ilitary 
sources in Saigon said tonight 
the m ilitary situation in Cam­ 
bodia has grown so serious that 
Gen. Creighton W. Abrams, the 
U.S. commander in Vietnam, 
had discussed it with top South 
Vietnamese leaders. 
UPI dispatches from Phnom 
Penh said Cambodian troops 
battling elements of a North 
V ietnam ese division only 11 
miles from Phnom Penh were 
ambushed today and lost five 
killed and 50 wounded. The 
Cambodians withdrew from the 
trap and Cambodian T28 bomb­ 
ers hit the area with napalm 
Several m ajor Com m unist 
units were reported moving to­ 
ward Phnom Penh but UPI 
correspondent Kate Webb re­ 
ported from the C am bodian 
capital it was generally be 
lieved the North Vietnamese 
and Khmer Rouge (Cambodian 
Communists) were trying to iso­ 
late the city and cause panic 
rather than capture it outright. 
P hotographer Don Sharpe, 
who free-lances for UPI, was 
with the Cambodian soldiers 


ambushed today. He said the 
41st Infantry Battalion walked 
into an open, horseshoe-shaped 
tree line and ran into autom atic 
weapon and mortar fire that 
pinned the force down for tw o , 
hours. 


He said the T28s‘came in and 
triggered an explosion in the 
nearby village of Phum Svay, 
indicating that munition stores 
had been destroyed. The North 
Vietnamese had captured the 
adjoining villages of Phum 
Svay and Sre Ampil a week' 
ago. In fighting there Wednes­ 
day, 11 Cam bodian soldiers* 
were killed and 88 wounded. 
The Communists have con­ 
centrated their efforts against 
airfields, highways, bridges and 
ferry crossings to try to isolate 
Phnom Penh. The Cambodian 
high command reported anoth­ 
er rocket attack in 24 hours 
against the ferry crossing town 
of Neak Luoug, where Highway 
1 from Saigon reaches the Me­ 
kong River.

UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Communist China will make its 
debut in the powerful 15-member 
United Nations Security Council 
Friday, probably during a de­ 
bate on issues facing the protec­ 
torate of South West Africa 
Namibia. 


Polish Ambassador Eugeniusz 
Kulaga, November president of 
the council, said the group would 
not meet before Friday, presum­ 
ably at the request of the new 
Chinese delegation. 


Communist China, which for­ 
mally took its seat in the General 
Assembly Monday, will have one 
of the five vetoes in the Security 
Council. 


BIRMINGHAM, /Via. (UPIV- 
The federal government, in its 
first action under the 1970 Clear 
Air Act, got an order today 
shutting down 23 plants accused 
of polluting the air over this 
industrial city. 


U.S. District Judge Sam C. 
Pointer issued a restraining or­ 
der at a 2 a.m. CST hearing in 
his home attended by officials 
of the Justice Department and 
the Federal Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA). 


An official in the U.S. attor­ 
ney’s office said it would be 
mid-morning before restraining 
orders would be served on the 
plants because of preparatory 
paperwork. 


“All of them know about it,” 
the spokesman said. “ They 
were called and told about the 
order shortly after it was is­ 
sued.” 


Federal officials sought the 
order after the level of air 
pollution in Birmingham soared 
Wednesday for the second con­ 
secutive day to more than twice 
the federal alert level of 375 
micrograms per cubic meter of 
air. The readings both days 
have been over 700 m icro­ 
grams. 


Douglas I. Hammer, acting 
chief of the EPA’s epidemiolo­ 
gy branch, submitted an affida­ 


vit stating that exposure to air 
pollution of 700 micrograms for 
two consecutive days constitut­ 
ed a danger to public health. 


The restraining order has the 
effect of shutting down the 23 
plants, which include U.S. 
Steel’s huge Fairfield works. 


A hearing has been set for 
Friday on the order. 


The order states that if the 
air alert ends, the order will be 
lifted. 
Birmingham has been in the 
throes of air pollution since 
Tuesday. It was a little worse' 
Wednesday. 


The pollution test in the heav­ 
ily industrial North Birming­ 
ham section dropped to 728 at 
midaftemoon after rising to 758 
during the morning, officials 
reported. 
“ Persons with any form of 
lung or heart disease are being 
warned to stay indoors as much 
as possible and avoid any un­ 
necessary exercise,” a Health 
D epartm ent spokesman said. 
The National Weather Service 
said a large high-pressure sys­ 
tem that allowed the buildup of 
polluted air Wednesday started 
to move slowly northeast. 
H ow ever, ea rly m orning 
weather conditions today w'ere 
expected to allow for another 
buildup before the system 
moved out of the area. 


India Beats Back Attack 
On E. Pakistan Border 


NEW DELHI (UPI)—Indian 
border forces beat back a Paki­ 
stani attack at Boyra on the 
East Pakistan border Wednes­ 
day as new' exchanges of fire 
were reported across at least 
two points on the frontier. 


The Press Trust of India 
(PTI) news agency quoting offi­ 
cial sources, reported the 
ground clash from Krishnagar, 
the capital of Nadia district in 
West Bengal state about 60 
miles north of Calcutta. PTI 
gave no details. 


Boyra, located on the Icha- 
mati River 40 miles northeast 
of Calcutta, is the site for sev­ 
eral large refugee camps. The 
river has been a popular cross­ 
ing point for East Pakistani 
refugeds as they leave their 
homeland. 


PTI reported continued shell­ 
ing at Boyra and at Betai to the 
north. 


The news agency also report­ 
ed from Krishnagar the names 
of four Pakistani soldiers it said 


were killed in last Friday's 
Pakistani attack on the Shikar- 
pur border post 90 miles north 
of Calcutta. The bodies w'ere 
left behind in Indian territory. 


Indian defense spokesmen 
have said that four battalions of 
Pakistani troops attacked the 
post in the biggest reported 
clash between India and Paki­ 
stan in the current border con­ 
frontation. The spokesmen esti­ 
mated Pakistani dead at 135. 


PTI gave no specific source 
for its report on the four dead 
Pakistani soldiers, quoting only 
“reports from the border,” It 
listed the names of the dead 
Pakistanis, identifying them as 
a major, a company sergeant 
major, a sergeant and a corpo­ 
ral. 


Joe (I'm Not A Fathead1) Alioto 
Leaves Fee-Split Witness Chair 


PASADENA, Calif. (U P D - 
Mariner scientists focused their 
cameras today on their only 
target, the Martian south pole 
which gleamed frostily through 
the dust storm. They concluded 
the storm is not tapering off 
after all. 


“ T here’s no great change 
from what we’ve seen before. 
It’s still a very dusty planet,” 
said a spokesman for the Mari­ 
ner 9 team at Jet Propulsion 
laboratories, receiving data 
from the satellite as it circles 
Mars. 


“There was some thought at 
first that the pole peeking 
through was a sign the storm 
was clearing, but it wasn’t that 
at all. 


“ It’s just that the calibration 
of the cameras has been im­ 
proving, so the pictures have 
improved too. We get better 
pictures of the pole because 
we’ve gotten better at taking 
pictures, not because the storm 
is dying.” 


Unemployment 
Rising In Britain 


LONDON (UPI)-The number 
of unemployed in Britain rose 
again and edged closer to the 
one million mark in mid-No­ 
vember, official figures showed 
today. 
For several months the total 
of unemployed has been the 
highest since the second World 
War. 
The total of jobless was 970,- 
022, a jump of 40,346 in the 
month, the department of em­ 
ployment said. 
Workless people now repre­ 
sent 4 per cent of the country’s 
total work force. 


VANCOUVER, Wash. (UPD 
—Mayor Joseph L. Alioto re­ 
turned to San Francisco today 
after finishing testimony in the 
$2.3 million civil lawsuit against 
him and two former Washing­ 
ton State officials. 
The jovial mayor departed 
with a final speech to the jury 
and said he hoped to return 
regularly during the remaining 
months of the trial. 
He apologized for his frequent 
use of the personal pronoun 
during his testimony and said, 
“if I appeared to be a fathead, I 
am not.” 
During lunch, the mayor per­ 
sonally said goodbye to most of 
the patrons and staff of the 
restaurant where he ate during 
his Vancouver stay. 
The mayor spent five and 
one-half days on the witness 
stand and complained through­ 
out that the proceedings should 
be conducted more speedily. 
In the civil case, the state of 
Washington and 12 publicly 
owned utilities seek refund of 
$2.3 million they paid Alioto for 
serving as their attorney in 
antitrust cases in the 1960s be­ 
fore he became mayor. 
They claim they were not 
informed about removal of a $1 
million ceiling on the fee or that 
Alioto would share the fee with 
John J. O’Connell, then attor­ 
ney general of Washington 
state, and George K. Faler, his 
assistant. The two men re­ 
ceived a total of $802,000. 
Trial has been set for Jan. 3 
in Seattle for federal charges 
against the officials. The three 
are accused of conspiracy in an 
indictment claiming that the 
removal of the fee ceiling and 
the sharing of fees constituted 
bribery' of a public official. 
As soon as the mayor stepped 
from the witness stand, attor- 
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neys began to argue about the 
procedure for questioning Fal­ 
er, former assistant attorney 
general in Washington state 
and another defendant in the 
case. 
Faler’s attorney, Kenneth A. 
MacDonald, had announced 
earlier that Faler would refuse 
to testify on Fifth Amendment 
grounds of possible self-incrimi­ 
nation. 
MacDonald asked Judge Don­ 
ald L. Gaines either to permit 
Faler to invoke his right not to 
testify in the absence of the 
jury or to restrict the question­ 
ing of Faler before the jury to 
his name, age, residency and 
marital status. 


Paul Cressman, attorney for 
Alioto, and John J. O’Connell, 
the third defendant who is serv­ 
ing as his own attomey, sup­ 
ported MacDonald’s request. 
They said the jury’ might draw 
inferences from Faler’s silence 
which would hurt the other 
defendants. 
William Helsell, attorney for 
the plaintiffs, argued that Faler 
should appear and be ques­ 
tioned to permit the jury to 
draw the inference “that his 
answers, if given, would be 
contrary to the position his 
attorney has taken.” 
Judge Donald L. Gaines ruled 


that Faler was to be called to 
the witness .stand this morning 
and questioned until Helsell 
reached an area in which Faler 
invoked the Fifth Amendment 
privilege. Gaines said after that 
Helsell was to outline a subject 
ion which he intended to ask 
questions and permit Faler to 
decide whether to invoke the 
right to refuse to answer on 
each subject. 
Alioto’s last day as a witness 
was marked by bitter argument 
between attorneys that brought 
the cloud of a federal criminal 
case into the courtroom. 
The debate among attorneys 
and Judge Gaines Wednesday, 
like numerous earlier such ar­ 
guments, concerned the scope 
of Helsell’s questions to Alioto. 
/Viter the jury had left the 
courtroom, MacDonale quoted 
a statement he said Gaines had 
made earlier: “The civil case is 
just a dry run for the criminal 
case.” 
MacDonald said Larry Fine- 
gold, an assistant United States 
attomey from Seattle, had been 
making notes throughout the 
civil trial and will use material 
developed here by Helsell in the 
criminal case. MacDonald said 
some of the issues Helsell had 
developed were irrelevant in 
this case.

Rural Area 


The two young doctors who 
operated the West Marin Roving 
Medical Clinic last summer re­ 
ceived training in rural medi­ 
cine that is unusual today, a 
public health doctor said yester­ 
day. 
Dr. Elizabeth Paeth. in charge 
of the project in which two 
physicians operated a trailer 
clinic in various communities, 
gave a second report on the 
clinic yesterday to the Compre­ 
hensive Health Planning Council 
of Marin. 
Although Dr. Paeth said con­ 
clusions about the need and costs 
of such a program have not yet 
been made, she said the training 
the doctors received was very 
valuable. 
Such experience in rural medi­ 
cine could be used to train other 
young doctors, she said. 
Dr. Paeth also told the council 
that about half the 212 patients 
seen during the summer had 
illnesses such as venereal dis­ 
ease or respiratory' infections 
while the other half had either 
chronic problems or routine con­ 
ditions. 
The council yesterday also 
agreed to have a committee 
undertake a study of the need for 
a school lunch program in Ma­ 
rin. according to Chester F.. 
Villalba, who acted as chairman 
for the meeting. 
The request for the study had 
been made by the Interagency

a lot of progress with its exist­ 
ing regulations.” 
Objecting that tougher pollu­ 
tion controls meant the district 
was forcing Bay Area industry 
to move elsewhere, Graham 
declared that “ the more puni­ 
tive we are, the more straws 
we pile on the back of industrial 
enterprise, the more (job) trou­ 
bles we’ll have.” 
Staff opposition to the tough­ 
er regulations came from the 
district’s top administrator. D. 
J. Callaghan. He especially ob­ 
jected to fining industry for 
breakdowns of smog control 
equipment , claiming this often 
would mean “ untold staff time’’ 
pnd “ a long tedious operation” 
taking polluters to court. 
Callaghan suggested that 
such a crackdown “ could de­ 
tract from the rest of our en­ 
forcement activity because of 
limitation of staff” . 
Warner, however, said Cal­ 
laghan’s argument was “ not an 
answer for an enforcement 
agency to write a weaker regu­ 
lation.” 
According to staff estimates, 
industry will report about 3.200 
upsets and breakdowns of smog 
control equipment this year. 
L. E. Coleman of Standard

Defense Bill

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Senate Appropriations Commit­ 
tee rejected today a move to 
attach to the defense money bill 
an amendment to stop all mili­ 
tary spending in Vietnam ex­ 
cept to withdraw remaining 
U.S. troops. 
Backers of the amendment 
appeared more encouraged 
than discouraged, however, by 
the 14 to 10 vote in the commit­ 
tee which traditionally has been 
opposed to antiwar proposals. 
They interpreted the relatively 
close margin to mean they 
might succeed later in getting 
approval of the amendment on 
the Senate floor. 
“ I think this is a very encour­ 
aging development,” said Sen. 
Clifford P. Case, R-N.J., who 
offered the amendment in the 
committee, of which he is a 
member. He told reporters of 
the vote. • 
President Nixon signed a 
weapons procurement bill 
Wednesday that contained an 
antiwar resolution but issued a 
statement saying he had no 
intention or requirement to 
abide by its request that he set 
a final date for U.S. involve­ 
ment in Indochina. 
Sens. Frank Church, D-Idaho, 
and John Sherman Cooper, R- 
Ky., tried to attach a similar 
amendment to the foreign aid 
authorization last month and it 
failed by one vote. Church said 
Wednesday he thought it would 
pass this time. 


Crash Injuries Prove

The death of Dennis Dudley 
Gault, 29, of 320 C Street, 
brought to 31 the number of 
traffic fatalities in Marin this 
year, compared to 36 at this 
time last year.

Foes Ready 


Vote Fight 


I-J Special Report 
SANTA ROSA — The Sonoma 
Coalition last night kicked off 
its petition drive aimed at forc­ 
ing a June election on the 
Sonoma County water plan. 
Marsha Hamilton, coalition 
member and petitions chair­ 
man. said petitions will begin 
circulation tomorrow. The or­ 
ganization then has 69 days in 
which to collect 7.786 signatures 
to force the election. 
The coalition has contended 
that Sonoma County voters 
have the right to vote on the 
water plan. Marin County vot­ 
ers on Nov. 2 overwhelmingly 
defeated a bond measure that 
would have allowed Marin to 
join Sonoma County in the wa­ 
ter project. 
The Sonoma County Board of 
Supervisors last year author­ 
ized the sale of $115 million in 
revenue bonds to finance the 
project The proposed election 
would halt the project and force 
the supervisors to rescind the 
revenue bonds. 
Miss Hamilton said coordina­ 
tors will be named for each city 
in Sonoma County and that 
petitions will be circulated on a 
neighborhood basis. 
Peter Leveque. a biology in­ 
structor at Santa Rosa Junior 
College, told the 30 coalition 
members last night that the 
water project should be halted 
pending studies on how the 
county can conserve its present 
water supply and until a county 
general plan is adopted. 
Coalition members have con­ 
tended that the extra water 
supplied by the aqueduct would 
encourage overdevelopment.

Nubin was imprisoned in 1961 
on an assault with a deadly 
weapon charge.

Because of a fight with his wife 
on Christmas Eve of 1968, result­ 
ing in an assault charge, his 
parole was revoked on Jan. 3, 
1969, one day before final dis­ 
charge, and he went back to 
prison. 
Attorney Salle Soladay, fight­ 
ing attempts to return Nubin to 
prison, contended one of the 
official documents showed revo­ 
cation of parole came on Jan. 31, 
1969, after the final discharge 
date, and therefore he was being 
held illegally. 
On Jan. 26. 1970, Nubin was 
released on bail and has been 
working ever since. 
Last week, after a hearing on 
the parole revocation, Judge E. 
Warren McGuire of Marin Supe­ 
rior Court reluctantly ordered 
Nubin back into custody this 
Friday. He said the adult author­ 
ity had revoked parole in time 
and therefore has legal jurisdic­ 
tion over Nubin.

ing at Prey Veng, 27 miles east 
of Phnom Penh, at Badaeng. 15 
miles to the southwest, and on 
Highway 6, 60 miles north of 
the capital. 


In Vietnam, North Vietnam­ 
ese mortar teams battered two 
American outposts near the De­ 
militarized Zone and U.S. 
planes struck inside North Viet­ 
nam and in the western sector 
of the DMZ to try to choke off 
the flow of Communist supplies 
along the Ho Chi Minh Trail. 


In Saigon, the command re­ 
ported five Americans w'ere 
killed last week and 21 wound­ 
ed, compared with eight killed 
and 13 wounded the previous 
w eek in the war zone. 


The Communists carried out 
mortar attacks Wednesday 
night against .Alpha 1 and Bra­ 
vo 2, the eastern cornerstones 
of the allied defense line just 
south of the DMZ. The North 
Vietnamese fired 50 rounds of 
mortar fire into the two camps 
near the South China Sea but 
there were no casualties. 


The U.S. command also re­ 
ported an American helicopter 
shot down and two crewmen 
wounded late Wednesday in 
Binh Duong province 30 miles 
north of Saigon. 
In the air war against the 
growing traffic of Communist 
supply truck convoys into South 
Vietnam and Cambodia from 
North Vietnam. U.S. B52 bomb­ 
ers struck a North Vietnamese 
road that cuts through the ex­ 
treme western end of the DMZ. 
The bombers dropped 180 
tons of bombs in two waves of 
three planes each. There was 
no report on the damage.

The two young doctors who 
operated the West Marin Roving 
Medical Clinic last summer re- 
ceived training in rural medi­ 
cine that is unusual today, a 
public health doctor said yester­ 
day. 
Dr. Elizabeth Paeth, in charge 
of the project in which two 
physicians operated a trailer 
clinic in various communities, 
gave a second report on the 
clinic yesterday to the Compre­ 
hensive Health Planning Council 
of Marin.

Because of a fight w ith his wife 
on Christmas Eve of 1968, result­ 
ing in an assault charge, his 
parole was revoked on Jan. 3, 
1969, one day before final dis­ 
charge, and he went back to 
prison. 
Attorney Salle Soladay, fight­ 
ing attem pts to return Nubin to 
prison, contended one of the 
official documents showed revo­ 
cation of parole cam e on Jan . 31, 
1969, after the final discharge 
date, and therefore he was being 
held illegally. 
On Ja n . 26. 1970, Nubin was 
released on bail and has been 
working ever since. 
Last week, after a hearing on 
the parole revocation. Judge E. 
W arren McGuire of Marin Supe­ 
rior Court reluctantly ordered 
Nubin back into custody this 
Friday. He said the adult author­ 
ity had revoked parole in time 
and therefore has legal jurisdic­ 
tion over Nubin.

along the Ho Chi Minh Trail. 


In Saigon, the command re­ 
p orted five A m erican s w ere 
killed last week and 21 wound­ 
ed, compared with eight killed 
and 13 wounded the previous 
week in the war zone. 


The Communists carried out 
m o rta r 
a tta ck s 
W ednesday 
night against .Alpha 1 and B ra­ 
vo 2, the eastern cornerstones 
of the allied defense line ju st 
south of the DMZ. The North 
Vietnam ese fired 50 rounds of 
m ortar fire into the two camps 
n ear the South China Sea but 
there were no casualties. 


The U.S. command also re­ 
ported an Am erican helicopter 
shot down and two crewmen 
wounded la te W ednesday in 
Binh Duong province 30 miles 
north of Saigon. 
In the air w ar against the 
growing traffic of Communist 
supply truck convoys into South 
Vietnam and Cambodia from 
North Vietnam. U.S. B52 bomb­ 
ers struck a North Vietnam ese 
road that cuts through the ex­ 
trem e western end of the DMZ. 
T h e bom bers dropped 180 
tons of bombs in two waves of 
three planes each. There was 
no report on the dam age.

S. San Pedro 
Construction 
Halt Asked 


Bayside Acres Group 
Wants City, County 
To Take 2nd Look/ 


Eight Bayside Acres familes 
demanded yesterday that San 
R afael and Marin County Offi­ 
cials halt reconstruction of 
South San Pedro R oad and take 
another look at a controversy 
that supposedly was settled two 
years ago. 
The families, in an open let­ 
ter to the San R afael City 
Council, supervisors, Independ- 
ent-Journal and neighbors, 
called for a return to the earlier 
plan to realign San Pedro R oad 
by cutting across the pieklew- 
eed-covered Bayside Acres 
marsh. 
The plan was voted down 8-to- 
2 on Nov. 8, 1969, at a joint 
meeting of the supervisors and 
councilmen. That vote capped a 
series of stormy hearings at­ 
tracting up to 350 homeowners 
from Bayside Acres, Glenwood. 
Peacock Gap and neighboring 
areas. 
“ We feel the road should be 
stooped.” the protesters wrote 
yesterday, until city and county 
officials “ inspect the damage to 
be done” by widening the exist­ 
ing road to four lanes. 
The lengthy protest letter was 
signed by Mr. and Mrs. Eugene 
Sweeney, Mr. and Mrs. M. G. 
Jones, Mr. and Mrs. G. G. 
Curto, Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Guerrini, Edith B. Varner, Bre­ 
vard Sinclair and Sonoma 
Finch, all of Bayside Acres. 
They contended that “ the 
present alignment (of South San 
Pedro R oad) is taking traffic 
perilously close to homes on 
both sides . ... will create a 
noise nuisance .. . and removal 
of vegetation could make living 
in the affected areas almost 
unbearable.” 
Although conservationists, in­ 
cluding Bayside Acres resident 
Dr. William F. Upton, success­ 
fully argued in 1969 that the 
marsh shortcut would destroy 
pickleweed and bird nesting 
areas, the marsh is privately 
owned, subject to development 
and is frequently sprayed by- 
mosquito abatement crews, the 
protesters said yesterday. 
Arguments that the marsh 
shortcut would destroy three 
homes also are now moot, the 
letter said. 
The writers uged officials to 
“ look at the hillside property 
. . . trees and other vegetation, 
some a hundred years old, that 
will be destroyed to be replaced 
with cotly retaining walls” if 
the road’s present alignment is 
followed. 
A county aide said yesterday 
tha design on the construction 
project, east to R iviera R oad, is 
nearly complete, following the 
path of the existing thorough­ 
fare. R ights-of-way are at least 
50 per cent secured, and the 
county hopes to call for con­ 
struction bids in February-, ac­ 
cording to Lawrence Loder, as­ 
sistant director of public works.

WASHINGTON (UPD-R adio 
astronomers are finding more 
and more complex molecules in 
the vast reaches of space be­ 
tween the stars. 
Thus far nearly 25 chemicals 
ranging in the intricacy of their 
atomic structure from hydro­ 
gen to formaldehyde have been 
identified. 
Scientists believe such mole­ 
cules were the raw materials 
from which life was created on 
the earth. 


Dr. Arno A. Penzias of the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories 
told a recent meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
that carbon monoxide account­ 
ed for 90 per cent of the mole­ 
cules in a region of interstellar 
space which he examined. 


Carbon is the dominant ele­ 
ment in plant and animal life 
on earth Is space stocked with 
materials from which life could 
evolve on earth-like planets of 
other solar systems? 


More or less in jest, Panzias 
remarked that carbon “ seems 
to play a disproportionately 
large 
role 
(in 
interstellar 
space), even as it does in the 
things we have for lunch.” 
Assuming the building blocks 
of living tissue abound in space, 
and assuming that life has 
come into existence elsewhere 
in the universe, would living 
creatures on faraway other 
w-orlds resemble us and the 
plants and animals w’hich coex­ 
ist with us on earth? 
Dr, Joseph Kraut who also 
addressed the academy, has a 
strong hunch that they would. 
Kraut, a chemistry professor 
at the University of California 


at San Diego, is an authority on 
enzymes. 
Enzymes are the numerous 
chemical control agents which 
nature has created to turn on, 
accelerate and regulate the 
myriad functions performed by 
the cells of plants and animals. 
Studies of two specific en­ 
zymes provide, Kraut said, 
“ the first concrete example 
that 1 know of that nature has 
twice come up with the same 
solution to a specific problem in 
molecular engineering.” 
This suggests that, “ given a 
particular function to perform, 
nature will devise the same 
molecular machinery — pre­ 
sumably the most efficient ma­ 


chinery to perform that tune 
lion.” 
Although many scientists be 
lieve life must have evolved 
elsewhere in the depths of 
space, not all feel it necessarily 
would look like life on earth. 
Kraut conceded that his no­ 
tion that living things every­ 
where resemble those on this 
planet is “ wild speculation.” 
But, on the basis of his experi­ 
ence with enzymes, he said: 
“ We can suppose that nature 
docs these things the same way 
because there is only one way 
to do them efficiently ... we 
can then hypothesize that there 
is only one way in which living 
things can be assembled.” 


Reagan: Nixon Won't 


Give In To The Reds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Calif. 
Gov. R onald R eagan said yes­ 
terday conservative political 
disgruntlement with President 
Nixon’s policies toward R ed 
China would disappear when 
conservatives see I he President 
does not give in to the Commu­ 
nists during his trip to Peking. 
“ When they find that the 
President has no intention of 
bargaining away anything im­ 
portant to the United States, 


they will be reassured,” R e 
agan said during a White House 
news conference. 
R eagan met for 90 minutes 
with Nixon to report on his 15- 
day trip to South Vietnam, Ja ­ 
pan, Singapore, Thailand and 
Taiwan, where he was Nixon’s 
personal representative to Tai­ 
wan’s National Day, 
R eagan said he found Asian 
allies concerned about Nixon’s 
planned trip to R ed China, but 


he reassured the Asian leaders 
by pointing out Nixon’s long 
record of anticommunism. 
R eagan said he told them 
there could well be cause for 
concern “ if someone else was 
going.” 
He said he told them Nixon 
had “ demonstrated throughout 
his whole public life” that he 
understands the great differ­ 
ences between communism and 
the American system. 
“ 1 had a very distinct feeling 
in each place we left that there 
was an eased feeling ” 
R eagan said the same would 
be true of conservatives in the 
United States and he said prob­ 
lems Nixon is having with con 


servatives in this country are 
“ nothing that can’t be resolved 
by the outcome of the Peking 
trip.” 
He said conservatives had a 
right to fear any policy of 
appeasement, but that appease­ 
ment was the way of the Demo­ 
cratic Party and not a R epubli­ 
can like Nixon. 
R eagan also said conserva­ 
tives had been upset by the vote 
to oust Nationalist China from 
the United Nations, but he 
avoided questions about what 
he felt the United States specifi­ 
cally should do now 
R eagan also repeated his ear­ 
lier stand he would not be a 
candidate for the R epublican

nomination, and said Vice Pres­ 
ident Spiro T. Agnew should be 
retained on the 1972 political 
ticket. 
R eagan also discussed Cali­ 
fornia’s welfare problems. 
He called welfare “ probably 
one of the most colossal social 
failures” of our time but did not 
elaborate on what he told Nixon 
or whether he got any new 
commitments to help with Cali­ 
fornia’s disputes with the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare 
He did say Nixon reiterated 
his support for California’s plan 
to put more welfare recipients 
to work

The builder of the new Ma­ 
rin Veterans Memorial Building 
has filed a $.'174,795 suit against 
the county and the building's 
architects. 


The suit, filed in San Mateo 
County, alleges that the county 
and its architects breached 
their contract with the building 
firms of Paul V. Wright Inc. 
and Ben Oretsky Inc. by caus­ 
ing unnecessary delays. 
The suit was filed last month 
in San Mateo Superior Court 
but was received in Marin only 
last Thursday. 
The two construction firms 
claim that “ during the course 
of construction . . . numerous 
errors, omissions and discrep­ 
ancies were discovered in the 
drawings and specifications” 
supplied by the county and ar­ 
chitects. 
The architects named are 
Aaron G. Green. William Wes­ 
ley Peters and the Taliesin 
Associated architects of the 
Frank Lloyd Wright Founda­ 
tion. 
“ The failure of the defend­ 
ants . . . to supply accurate 
and proper drawings and speci­ 
fications was a breach of con­ 
tract,” the suit states, adding 
that each time a discrepancy 
was found it forced a halt in 
work. 
It adds that even after errors 
were pointed out by the con­ 
tractors, the county and its 
architects failed “ to make 
timely and complete correc­ 
tions.” 
Other charges include ones 
that delivery of auditorium 
scats and fixtures were delayed 
and that the contractors were 
“ directed to perform work out­ 
side the scope of the contract 
and with no compensation. 
The auditorium opened in 
September, months behind 
schedule. 
According to Joseph A. For­ 
est, deputy county counsel, the 
suit is nearly identical to one 
filed last February by the con­ 
tractor for the Hall of Justice. 
That suit, also filed in San 
Mateo County and tangled in a 
web of legalities, named the 
same architects as well as the 
county. 
It totals $1.580,078 and was 
filed by the R obert E. McKee 
firm, which was awarded the 
multimillion dollar Hall of Jus­ 
tice contract. 
Among other charges, it al­ 
leges the county and architects 
“ extensively redesigned por­ 
tions of the building beginning 
shortly after work had com­ 
menced 
and 
continuing 
throughout a major portion of 
the life of the contract.” 
Forest said hat since that suit 
was filed, countersuits against 
the contractor and architects 
have been filed by the county. 
Also, a cross-complaint has 
been filed against the contrac­ 
tor by the architects. 
“ It’s the biggest suit we’ve 
had,” he said. “ It will take 
forever to clear up.” 
If the county is found liable in 
either or both of the contrac­ 
tors’ suits, the damages must 
be paid by the taxpayers, For­ 
est said.

Halt Asked 


Bayside Acres Group 
Wants City, County 
To Take 2nd Look' 


Eight Bayside Acres fa miles 
demanded yesterday that San 
Rafael and Marin County Offi­ 
cials halt reconstruction of 
South San Pedro Road and take 
another look at a controversy 
that supposedly was settled two 
years ago. 
The families, in an open let­ 
ter to the San Rafael City 
Council, supervisors, Independ- 
ent-Journal and neighbors, 
called for a return to the earlier 
plan to realign San Pedro Road 
by cutting across the picklew- 
eed-covered Bayside Acres 
marsh. 
The plan was voted dowrn 8-to- 
2 on Nov. 8. 1969, at a joint 
meeting of the supervisors and 
couneilmen. That vote capped a 
series of stormy hearings at­ 
tracting up to 350 homeowners 
from Bayside Acres, Glenwood. 
Peacock Gap and neighboring 
areas. 
“ We feel the road should be 
stooped,” the protesters wrote 
yesterday, until city and county 
officials “ inspect the damage to 
be done” by widening the exist­ 
ing road to four lanes. 
The lengthy protest letter was 
signed by Mr. and Mrs. Eugene 
Sweeney, Mr. and Mrs. M. G. 
Jones, Mr. and Mrs. G. G. 
Curto. Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Guerrini, Edith B. Varner, Bre­ 
vard Sinclair and Sonoma 
Finch, all of Bayside Acres. 
They contended that “ the 
present alignment (of South San 
Pedro Road) is taking traffic 
perilously close to homes on 
both sides . ... will create a 
noise nuisance ... and removal 
of vegetation could make living 
in the affected areas almost 
unbearable.” 
Although conservationists, in­ 
cluding Bayside Acres resident 
Dr. William F. Upton, success­ 
fully argued in 1969 that the 
marsh shortcut would destroy 
picklew'eed and bird nesting 
areas, the marsh is privately 
owmed. subject to development 
and is frequently sprayed by 
mosquito abatement crews, the 
protesters said yesterday. 
Arguments that the marsh 
shortcut would destroy three 
homes also are now moot, the 
letter said. 
The writers uged officials to 
‘‘look at the hillside property 
. . . trees and other vegetation, 
some a hundred years old, that 
will be destroyed to be replaced 
with cotly retaining walls” if 
the road’s present alignment is 
followed.

Major Chemical Finds In 


The Emptiness Of Space 


WASHINGTON (UPIV-Radio 
astronomers are finding more 
and more complex molecules in 
the vast reaches of space be­ 
tween the stars. 
Thus far nearly 25 chemicals 
ranging in the intricacy of their 
atomic structure from hydro­ 
gen to formaldehyde have been 
identified 
Scientists believe such mole­ 
cules were the raw materials 
from which life was created on 
the earth. 


Dr. Arno A. Penzias of the 
Bell Telephone Laboratories 
told a recent meeting of the 
National Academy of Sciences 
that carbon monoxide account­ 
ed for 90 per cent of the mole­ 
cules in a region of interstellar 
space which he examined. 


Carbon is the dominant ele­ 
ment in plant and animal life 
on earth. Is space stocked with 
materials from which life could 
evolve on earth like planets of 
other solar systems? 


More or less in jest, Panzias 
remarked that carbon “ seems 
to play a disproportionately 
large 
role (in 
interstellar 
space), even as it does in the 
things we have for lunch.” 
Assuming the building blocks 
of living tissue abound in space, 
and assuming that life has 
come into existence elsewhere 
in the universe, would living 
creatures on faraway other 
w'orlds resemble us and the 
plants and animals which coex­ 
ist w ith us on earth? 
Dr Joseph Kraut who also 
addressed the academy, has a 
strong hunch that they would. 
Kraut, a chemistry professor 
at the University of California 


at San Diego, is an authority on 
enzymes. 
Enzymes are the numerous 
chemical control agents which 
nature has created to turn on, 
accelerate and regulate the 
myriad functions performed by 
the cells of plants and animals. 
Studies of two specific en­ 
zymes provide, Kraut said, 
“ the first concrete example 
that I know of that nature has 
twice come up with the same 
solution to a specific problem in 
molecular engineering.” 
This suggests that, “ given a 
particular function to perform, 
nature will devise the same 
molecular machinery — pre­ 
sumably the most efficient ma­ 


chinery to perloim that func 
lion.” 
Although many scientists ho 
lieve life must have evolved 
elsewhere in the depths of 
space, not all feel it necessarily 
would look like life on earth. 
Kraut conceded that his no­ 
tion that living things every­ 
where resemble those on this 
planet is “ wild speculation.” 
But, on the basis of his experi­ 
ence with enzymes, he said 
“ We can suppose that nature 
does these things the same way 
because there is only one way 
to do them efficiently . . . we 
can then hypothesize that there 
is only one way in w'hich living 
things can be assembled.” 


Reagan: Nixon Won't 
Give In To The Reds 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
Calif. 
Gov. Ronald Reagan said yes­ 
terday conservative political 
disgruntlement with President 
Nixon’s policies toward Red 
China would disappear when 
conservatives see the President 
does not give in to the Commu­ 
nists during his trip to Peking. 
“ When they find that the 
President has no intention of 
bargaining away anything im­ 
portant to the United States, 


they will Ik* reassured,” Re­ 
agan said during a White House 
news conference. 
Reagan met for 90 minutes 
with Nixon to report on his 15- 
day trip to South Vietnam, Ja ­ 
pan, Singapore, Thailand and 
Taiwan, where he was Nixon’s 
personal representative to Tai­ 
wan’s National Day. 
Reagan said he found Asian 
allies concerned about Nixon’s 
planned trip to Red China, but 


he reassured the Asian leaders 
by pointing out Nixon’s long 
record of anticommunism. 
Reagan said he told them 
there could well be cause for 
concern “ if someone else was 
going.” 
He said he told them Nixon 
had “ demonstrated throughout 
his whole public life” that he 
understands the great differ­ 
ences between communism and 
the American system. 
“ I had a very distinct feeling 
in each place we left that there 
was an eased feeling.” 
Reagan said the same would 
be true of conservatives in the 
United States and he said prob 
lems Nixon is having with con 


servatives in this country are 
“ nothing that can’t be resolved 
by the outcome of the Peking 
trip.” 
He said conservatives had a 
right to fear any policy of 
appeasement, but that appease­ 
ment was the way of the Demo­ 
cratic Party and not a Republi­ 
can like Nixon. 
Reagan also said conserva­ 
tives had been upset by the vote 
to oust Nationalist China from 
the United Nations, but he 
avoided questions about what 
he felt the United States specifi 
cally should do now 
Reagan also repeated his ear­ 
lier stand he would not be a 
candidate for the Republican 


presidential or vice presidential 
nomination, and said Vice Pres­ 
ident Spiro T Agnew should be 
retained on the 1972 political 
ticket. 
Reagan also discussed Cali­ 
fornia’s welfare problems. 
He called welfare “ probably 
one of the most colossal social 
failures” of our time but did not 
elaborate on what he told Nixon 
or whether he got any new 
commitments to help with Cali­ 
fornia’s disputes with the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare 
He did say Nixon reiterated 
bis support for California’s plan 
to put more welfare recipients 
to work

Lawsuit 
On Vets 
Building 


The builder of the new Ma­ 
rin Veterans Memorial Building 
has filed a $.374,795 suit against 
the county and the building’s 
architects. 


The suit, filed in San Mateo 
County, alleges that the county 
and its architects breached 
their contract with the building 
firms of Paul V. Wright Inc. 
and Ben Oretsky Inc. by caus­ 
ing unnecessary delays. 
The suit was filed last month 
in San Mateo Superior Court 
but was received in Marin only 
last Thursday. 
The two construction firms 
claim that “ during the course 
of construction . . . numerous 
errors, omissions and discrep 
ancies were discovered in the 
drawings and specifications” 
supplied by the county and ar­ 
chitects. 
The architects named are 
Aaron G. Green. William Wes­ 
ley Peters and the Taliesin 
Associated architects of the 
Frank Lloyd W'right Founda 
tion. 
The failure of the defend­ 
ants . . . to supply accurate 
and proper drawings and speci­ 
fications was a breach of con­ 
tract,” the suit states, adding 
that each time a discrepancy 
was found it forced a halt in 
work. 
It adds that even after errors 
were pointed out by the con­ 
tractors, the county and its 
architects failed “ to make 
timely and complete correc­ 
tions.” 
Other charges include ones 
that delivery of auditorium 
seats and fixtures were delayed 
and that the contractors were 
“ directed to perform work out­ 
ride the scope of the contract” 
and with no compensation. 
The auditorium opened in 
September, months behind 
schedule. 
According to Joseph A. For­ 
est, deputy county counsel, the 
suit is nearly identical to one 
filed last February by Lhe con­ 
tractor for the Hall of Justice. 
That suit, also filed in San 
Mateo County and tangled in a 
web of legalities, named the 
same architects as well as the 
county. 
It totals $1.580,078 and was 
filed by the Robert E. McKee 
firm, which was awarded the 
multimillion dollar Hall of Jus­ 
tice contract. 
Among other charges, it al­ 
leges the county and architects 
“ extensively redesigned por­ 
tions of the building beginning 
shortly after work had com­ 
menced 
and 
continuing 
throughout a major portion of 
the life of the contract.” 
Forest said hat since that suit 
was filed, eountersuits against 
the contractor and architects 
have been filed by the county. 
Also, a cross-complaint has 
been filed against the contrac­ 
tor by the architects. 
“ It’s the biggest suit we’ve 
had,” he said. “ It will take 
forever to clear up.” 
If the county is found liable in 
either or both of the contrac­ 
tors’ suits, the damages must 
be paid by the taxpayers, For­ 
est said.

$32 million in federal funds for 
educating needy children this 
school year, the I'.S. Office of 
Education disclosed today. 
But nine states and the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia will get $1 
million more than they received 
last year under the $1.5 billion 
program of special school aid 
for welfare and other poor chil­ 
dren. The money goes primari­ 
ly for special reading, math 
and language instruction. 
Whether a state gets more or 
less is determined by changes 
in welfare rolls and the costs of 
education, plus a new formula 
used for distributing money un­ 
der Title I of the 1965 Elemen­ 
tary and Secondary Education 
Act, a government spokesman 
said. 
The program is the largest 
single source of federal aid to 
education. I'.S. Education Com­ 
missioner Sidney P. Marland 
Jr. said Wednesday it also of­ 
fers the greatest potential for 
increasing federal aid to non­ 
public school children.

Edward Walter Devaney, 32,

County), accused of the robbery 
of the Trident restaurant in 
Sausalito Oct. 25, wants the 
$150,000 bail lowered so that he 
can get out of Marin County 
Jail. 


His attorney, Spence W. Strel- 
lis of Oakland, argued that 
$150,000 is so high that “ it 
might as well be a million 
dollars.”

“ I know he won’t run,” said 
Strellis. “ He’s married and is a 
homeowner in Alamo.” 


Deputy Dist. Atty. Joshua W. 
Thomas was not quite so trust­ 
ing. Thomas said Devaney and 
his accused partner, William 
Ettleman of El Cajon (San Die­ 
go County), are suspected lead­ 
ers of a sophisticated three- 
state burglary ring that uses 
walkie-talkies, explosives and 
acetylene torches. 


Agnew Blasts U.N. For

surgery on the national psyche” 
through new 
learning tech­ 
niques used on children. 
“ Character that was once 
molded in the home is now 
more often the product of the 
classroom and there are some 
who would like to take it a step 
further and 
indoctrinate

kindergarten. They admire the 
Soviet system in which the 
state takes over this function 
from the parents,” Agnew said.

Pesticides 
And The Sea 


FRESNO (UPI) —Oceanogra­ 
pher Jon Lindbergh, the son of 
famed aviationist Charles Lind­ 
bergh. warned Wednesday that 
pesticide residues, particularly 
DDT, are damaging the world's 
great oceans. 
In a lecture to the San Joa­ 
quin Valley Town Hall. Lind­ 
bergh said dumping of sewage, 
oil spills and careless exploita­ 
tion were all killing the seas but 
that infiltration by pesticides 
which do not easily break down 
pose the most serious threat. 


“ While we need pesticides in 
agriculture, forestry and house­ 
hold use, we need to utilize 
those chemicals which break 
down quickly after use,” he 
said. “ DDT. for instance, does 
not break dowm for decades.'' 


Lindbergh, chairman of the 
Oceanographic Commission, 
said comparing oil spills to 
pesticide pollution is like “ com­ 
paring a bucket of molasses 
spilled on the living room rug to 
arsenic in the well.” 
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Hickel Asks 
Resources 
Preserving 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) -The 
federal government must revise 
its priorities to include man's 
spirit as well as his body, and 
should form a federal agency to 
police the use of natural re­ 
sources. former interior secre­ 
tary Walter J. Hickel said 
Wednesday. 


“ People believe there is no 
tomorrow,” he said. “ Someone 
at the top has to care.” 


Hickel spoke to the National 
Academy of Television Arts and 
Sciences. 


"Individuals, industry and 
government have spent too 
much time, energy and money 
on making a living. They have 
confused free enterprise with a 
free society. Everything has 
been used as a market. We 
should have used people as 
humans,” he said. 
He proposed establishment of 
“ a department of natural re­ 
sources and the environment” 
to regulate “ areas of depleting 
resources. 
“ Environmental and social 
problems can be solved, but to 
say they can be solved individu­ 
ally or at the local level is a 
federal government copout.” 
“ Free enterprise allowed to 
run free will destroy itself,” he 
said. 
He cited as an example the 
whaling industry, which killed 
3,000 blue whales a year in the 
1930s, but can find only 50 to 100 
whales a year now because of 
the depleted population. 


Kennedy Still Leads, 
But Is Losing Ground 


SAN FRANCISCO (U PI)— 
Maybe California's Democrats 
are beginning to believe the 
repeated assurances by Sen. 
Edward Kennedy of Massachu­ 
setts that he is not running for 
the presidency in 1972. 
While the latest California 
Poll released today shows that 
he is still the favorite for the 
nomination among the state’s 
Democrats, he lost 6 per cent 
support between August and 
November.

Pesticides 


And The Sea 


FRESNO (UPD —Oceanogra­ 
pher Jon Lindbergh, the son of 
famed aviationist Charles Lind­ 
bergh. warned Wednesday that 
pesticide residues, particularly 
DDT, are damaging the world's 
great oceans. 


In a lecture to the San Joa­ 
quin Valley Town Hall. Lind­ 
bergh said dumping of sewage, 
oil spills and careless exploita­ 
tion were all killing the seas but 
that infiltration by pesticides 
which do not easily break down 
pose the most serious threat. 


“ While we need pesticides in 
agriculture, forestry and house­ 
hold use, we need to utilize 
those chemicals which break 
down quickly after use,” he 
said. “ DDT. for instance, does 
not break dowm for decades.’’ 


Lindbergh, chairman of the 
Oceanographic Commission, 
said comparing oil spills to 
pesticide pollution is like “ com­ 
paring a bucket of molasses 
spilled on the living room rug to 
arsenic in the well.”

THE BUILDING PROBLEM 
Trustees In College Cost Fight 


Marin Community College 
District trustees will wrestle 
one more round — and perhaps 
two — next week with the 
problem of building costs. 
The board last night ad­ 
journed to 7 p.m. Monday in the 
Science Center, after spending 
much of the evening threshing 
out what it would and would not 
talk about at the Monday ses­ 
sion. 
The board still is seeking 
solutions to the roadblock 
thrown up Nov. 2 when voters 
refused to pass a $16.7 million 
bond issue intended for con­ 
struction of Indian Valley Col­ 
leges near Novato and comple­ 
tion of buildings to serve 5,000 
students at the Kentfield cam­ 
pus. 


The trustees sought “commu­ 
nity input” from their citizens 
advisory committee at a special 
meeting Tuesday, and will do 
so again Monday, they agreed 
last night. 
But board president Donald 
K. Felt said he was not certain 
that he wanted the board to 
reach its conclusions at a 
workshop-style meeting. Dr. 
John A. Grasham, district su- 
perintendent-president, suggest­ 
ed the board could adjourn 
Monday’s meeting to Tuesday, 
if necessary. 
Dale A. Fleming, district 
planner, explained that the 
board must make up its mind 
by Dec. 1 for him to prepare 
the necessary applications for 
state building funds for 1973-74. 


Non-Teacher Wages 
Are Scaled Upward 


M^rin Community College 
District trustees voted 6-to-I 
last night to reclassify salary 
ranges in 23 non-teaching jobs 
at the college, resulting in pay 
raises ranging from 2.5 to 7.5 
per cent. 


The reclassifications and 
raises will take effect Jan. 1, if 
wage-price rules permit, ac­ 
cording to Dr. John A. Gras­ 
ham, district superintendent- 
president. They resulted from a 
survey of all the district’s clas­ 
sified personnel during the 
summer, to compare their sala­ 
ries with similar size school 
districts, other government 
agencies and private industry, 
Grasham said. 


Trustee Charles R. Best, 
without explanation, cast the 
lone negative vote. 
Trustee Theodore R. Wellman 
complained that including Tam- 
alpais High School District clas­ 


sified salaries in the compari­ 
son sam ple “ distorted” the 
figures because the Tam sala­ 
ries were much higher than 
o th er 
d istric ts. G rasham 
claimed, however, that the col­ 
lege district must compete with 
the Tam district to hire employ­ 
ees. 
Turning to the wage freeze, 
Grasham reported the issue 
still was in limbo for a number 
of teachers who did not start 
work until after the Aug. 15 
freeze although their contracts 
dated back to June. He said 
County Counsel Douglas J. Ma­ 
loney had advised against law­ 
suits to force resolution of the 
issue. 
In a few cases where over­ 
payment had been found by the 
economic preparedness offi­ 
cials, the amounts paid will be 
deducted from future salaries 
over a three-months basis, 
Grasham said.

Only a phy si­ 
cian is qu alified to determine 
these factors, and parents with 
known genetic disease in their 
families are adv ised to seek 
genetic cou nseling, the CMA 
said. 
In some cases of genetic dis­ 
ease, su ch as Down’s Sy ndrome 
(“ m ongolism ” ), the disorder 
can be either inherited or spo­ 
radic. In general, the risk fac­ 
tor in mothers u nder 30 produ c­ 
ing mongoloid infacts is v ery 
low — bu t at age 45 the risk 
factor increases to a high lev el, 
with one infant ou t of ev ery 
fifty to six ty being a likely 
candidate for Down’s Sy n­ 
drome. 
WHILE NOT all genetic dis­ 
eases can be detected in the 
early w eeks of pregnancy , 
many can. In cases where the 
likelihood of a seriou sly defec­ 
tiv e baby is high, therapeu tic 
abortions can be performed. It 
is v ery im portant, how ev er, 
that the mother seek this help 
early in the pregnancy . After 12 
weeks of gestation, sample flu id 
can be ex tracted and the likeli­ 
hood of the su spected disease 
can be ascertained. Phy sicians 
feel that bey ond 20 weeks of 
fetal gestation the risk to the 
mother is too high for abortion 
to be practical. 
Radiation-indu ced mu tations 
and the effects of dru gs on the 
u nborn are other m ajor areas 
of concern to parents and ge­ 
netic cou nselors. Some dru gs,

Ev en in cases where one par­ 
ent is the known carrier, su ch 
as the female who carries the 
gene resu lting in hemophilia or 
mu scu lar dy strophy in a male 
child, there is no cau se for 
blame, the CMA said. Seeing 
the disorder in perspectiv e as 
one to which no personal fau lt 
shou ld be attached can assist 
families so that needless emo­ 
tional problems do not handicap 
their liv es and the liv es of their 
children.

Genetic Disorders 
Can Be Traced 


IS THERE a better way to greet the morning than in a 
tropical garden, dressed in a velours coachman’s robe?

genes, just as no two people 
look exactly alike. 
Occasionally these differ­ 
ences in genes can produce an 
abnormal or defective baby, 
says the California Medical As­ 
sociation.

some damage to the chromo­ 
somes, which are the carriers 
of genes, has occurred during 
fetal development. 
In this case, the risk may not 
be high that this kind of disor­ 
der would show up in subse­ 
quent children. Only a physi­ 
cian is qualified to determine 
these factors, and parents with 
known genetic disease in their 
families are advised to seek 
genetic counseling, the CMA 
said. 
In some cases of genetic dis­ 
ease, such as Down’s Syndrome 
(“ mongolism” ), the disorder 
can be either inherited or spo­ 
radic. In general, the risk fac­ 
tor in mothers under 30 produc­ 
ing mongoloid infacts is very 
low — but at age 45 the risk 
factor increases to a high level, 
with one infant out of every 
fifty to sixty being a likely 
candidate for Down’s Syn­ 
drome. 
WHILE NOT all genetic dis­ 
eases can be detected in the 
early weeks of pregnancy, 
many can. In cases where the 
likelihood of a seriously defec­ 
tive baby is high, therapeutic 
abortions can be performed. It 
is very im portant, however, 
that the mother seek this help 
early in the pregnancy. After 12 
weeks of gestation, sample fluid 
can be extracted and the likeli­ 
hood of the suspected disease 
can be ascertained. Physicians 
feel that beyond 20 weeks of 
fetal gestation the risk to the 
mother is too high for abortion 
to be practical. 
Radiation-induced mutations 
and the effects of drugs on the 
unborn are other major areas 
of concern to parents and ge­ 
netic counselors. Some drugs, 
such as thalidomide and certain

Others, such as LSD, are 
suspect although no definite 
medical conclusion has yet 
been reached on them. Your 
physician will probably advise 
you that during the first three 
crucial months of pregnancy no 
drugs, other than those specifi­ 
cally prescribed by him, should 
be taken. 
AFTER THE BIRTH of a 
defective baby the genetic 
counselor can play a very help­ 
ful role in removing errors of 
thinking from parents and their 


fam ilies. The tendency to 
“ blame” one side of the family 
or the other in cases of genetic 
disease is universal. 
Even in cases where one par­ 
ent is the known carrier, such 
as the female who carries the 
gene resulting in hemophilia or 
muscular dystrophy in a male 
child, there is no cause for 
blame, the CMA said. Seeing 
the disorder in perspective as 
one to which no personal fault 
should be attached can assist 
families so that needless emo­ 
tional problems do not handicap 
their lives and the lives of their 
children.

WASHINGTON tUPI) — Milk­ 
shakes and babysitting have 
produced a generation of over­ 
weight and undernourished 
teen-agers, according to nutri­ 
tionists. 
There are gum and candy in 
the morning, cookies and potato 
chips in the afternoon, a sand­ 
wich, cake, and soda at home 
after school, and soda and 
pretzels wiih homework or TV 
after dinner — all empty calor­ 
ies, they say. 
A proposal by Dr. Ivy Celen- 
der, director of General Mills’ 
nutritional service department, 
has suggested way-out menus 
to catch the fancy of bored 
teen-agers: 
Breakfast could be hamburg­ 
er on a bun, chocolate milk, 
and an orange, perhaps eaten 
on the run. Tacos made with 
ham burger, lettuce, tom ato, 
and cheese could be the main 
lunch dish, along with a banana 
milk shake and an apple. For 
dinner there could be cheese 
pizza, carrot sticks, b u tter­ 
scotch pudding, and cola, and 
ready-to-eat cereal with milk 
would make a late evening 
snack. 
Dr. Ruth M. Leverton. top 
scientific adviser in the Agri­ 
c u ltu ra l R e se a rc h S erv ice, 
warned against faddish prac­ 
tices like the Zen Macrobiotic 
diets which are increasingly 
popular with the young. 
The diets are purported to be 
fashioned after th at of Zen 
Buddhist monks, a claim not 
substantiated by fact, she said. 
The first level of the Zen diet 
includes cereals, vegetables, 
fruit, seafoods, and desserts, 
and need not be inadequate, Dr. 
Leverton said. 
But the goal 
eventually is to omit everything 
from the diet except cereals, 
chiefly brown rice, and to avoid 
fluid intake as much as possi­ 
ble. 
Dr. leverton quoted a warn­ 
ing by the Council on Foods and 
Nutrition that Zen Macrobiotic 
diets have been followed by 
cases of scurvy, anemia, and 
various forms of malnutrition, 
as well as loss of kidney func­ 
tion because of the restriction 
on liquids.

New Trends In Photography 
Highlighted In College Show

It used to be said that a 
photographer merely *• record­ 
ed ” whereas an artist “ creat­ 
ed.” And to dignify a photogra­ 
pher's position by caHing him 
an artist was a “no-no.” at 
least as far as other artists 
were concerned. 
But the argument over how 
much “ creation“ is required to 
make photography art should 
be laid eternally to rest by new 
trends in the field, trends which 
make photography one of the 
more exciting of all art forms.

out of context, an object en­ 
larged beyond its usual size can 
seem much different. For ex­ 
ample, the strip of 35mm nega­ 
tive multiplied by R. Heinkcken 
about ten times has a startling 
effect as do the awkward fami­ 
ly album snapshots enlarged by 
Robert E. Brown even to in­ 
clude the black corner mounts.

Package Sewer Treatment 


Suggested For Bolinas 


A Marin County supervisor 
has recommended the commu­ 
nity of Bolinas solve its sewage 
problems with purchase of a 
“ package sewage treatment 
plant.”

Desmond said he could not 
give an exact figure of cost, but 
estimated a plant for Bolinas 
would run about $250,000.

Lagoon Residents Are Assailed

A Marin County park and 
recreation commissioner as­ 
sailed West Marin residents 
yesterday for what he termed 
their “ selfishness” in trying to 
stop outsiders from enjoying 
scenic Bolinas Lagoon. 
Commissioner Leroy M. 
Gerner said demands from 
some Bolinas and Stinson 
Beaeh residents that develop­ 
ment around the bay Ik* pro­ 
hibited was “being unfair and 
eompletely selfish.” 
His comments came during 
the parks and recreation com­ 
mission’s afternoon meeting 
which included a third hearing 
on the preliminary Billinas la ­ 
goon Plan. 
As proposed by Pierre W. 


Joske, eounfy parks and recre­ 
ation director, the plan envi­ 
sions parking areas, observa­ 
tion points, picnic areas and 
pedestrian paths scattered 
around the picturesque lagoon. 
At the two earlier meetings, 
held in West Marin, residents 
called for no “ tourist-oriented” 
development and proposed ban­ 
ning all parking along Highway 
1 and prohibiting visitor traffic 
around the lagoon. 
Opposition to any develop­ 
ment was voiced again yes­ 
terday and prompted the crit­ 
icism from Gerner who said 
he had remained silent long 
enough. 
“ It’s not right to tell everyone 
else in California that only peo­ 
ple in Bolinas can enjoy the 


Lagoon,” he said sternly. “ You 
people have to consider other 
people . . . It’s a beautiful area 
for everyone to enjoy.” 
(Last week about 100 resi­ 
dents of Bolinas and Stinson 
Beach persuaded the county 
planning commission to junk 
the 1901 master plan for the 
area. They complained that it 
proposed too much develop­ 
ment.) 
Gerner’,s position was sup­ 
ported by Commissioner Mer­ 
ritt A Robinson, who said that 
under Joske s proposal educa­ 
tional centers consisting of sim­ 
ple displays will In* provided,

North Marin Water Voters 
May Face April Bond Attempt 


The North Marin Water Dis­ 
trict board may place another 
bond proposal before voters 
next April or June to finance 
facilities to deliver Russian 
River water, according to Dist. 
Mgr. Eugene S. Churchill. 


A $1.6 million bond measure 
on the Nov. 2 ballot failed to get 
the needed two-thirds vote. 
The Marin Municipal Water 
District’s bid to join the pro­ 
posed aqueduct also was defeat­ 
ed, and the aqueduct is a dead 
issue at present, Churchill said. 


Board members contemplat­ 
ed their next move toward get­ 
ting delivery of Russian River 
water at their Tuesday night 
session, Churchill said. 
The North Marin District has 
been receiving some Russian 
River water through the cur­ 
rent line, but a larger line is 
needed so it can be assured of 
delivery of the entire 10,000- 
acre feet a year. 
The Sonoma Agency is pro­ 


ceeding with plans to increase 
facilities, and under a 1960 
agreement the North Marin 
District and Petaluma are obli­ 
gated to share in the cost of a 
line from the river to Cotati, 
Churchill said. 


Directors learned that the 
district does not need financing 
for the line until next summer, 
so they will have time to review 
the plans and “ perhaps — 
present a bond measure to vot­ 
ers in April or June,” he said. 


The district had planned to 
use the $1.6 million from the 
November bond measure and 
$1.29 million in previously au­ 
thorized bonds for a new line. 
Churchill said he didn’t know 
how much money would be 
required under the Sonoma 
Agency’s new plan but expected 
that it would be higher than $3 
million.

Earlier in the hearing, the 
plan was attacked as encourag­ 
ing destruction both of the la­ 
goon and the rural way of life 
in the sister communities. 
Peter Warshell, an ecologist 
with Bolinas Future Studies, 
criticized parts of the plan as 
proposing parking areas, picnic 
grounds and a new road at the 
Pine Gulch Creek area which is 
used as a resting spot for shore 
birds. 


Suggesting no cars be al­ 
lowed into downtown Bolinas, 
he said residents opposed 
their community “ becoming a 
tourist attraction.” 
“ The attitude of most resi­ 
dents is to keep people from the 
town,” he said, calling for some 
form of tourist mass transit. 
Ann Tartaul, a West Marin 
resident and member of the 
.Sierra Club, said the plan’s 
assumption of controlling visi­ 
tors by offering facilities was 
“ self-defeating.” 
She said the only way to 
keep the lagoon’s ecological 
balance as well as that of the 
surrounding area was to keep 
people away. 
Just as the conservationist- 
isolationist’s proposals were la­ 
beled “ too extreme” by the 
commission, proposed dredging 
of the lagoon by proponents of 
greater development also were 
winced at by the commission. 
A proposal from the Califor­ 
nia Marine Parks and Harbors 
Association —described by one 
conservationist as a lobby 
group for boating enthusiasts — 
that the mouth of the lagoon be 
dredged to provide a “ safe har­ 
bor” for storm endangered ves­ 
sels brought criticism from 
Commissioner Polly Smith. 
She said such action would 
simply open up the quiet la­ 
goon to year-round pleasure 
boating by power craft. 


A proposal from William 
Kent, developer of the Seadrift 
subdivision in Stinson Beach 
that the lagoon be dredged to 
provide proper water circula 
lion necessary to sustain ma­ 
rine life also raised eyebrows.

Vest said Henderson normal­ 
ly was a calm man, but that the 
conversation he overheard “ got 
to the fingerpointing sta g e.“ He 
said Henderson told the man he 
remembered to be Barker: “ I 
want you to conduct a formal 
investigation of this because I 
want to know just where the 
hell we stand.”

Adulthood-At-18 Bill Wins 
Senate Nad In Clase Vate 


vSACRAMKNTO (UPI) —The 
Senate has voted to lower the 
a g e of adulthood from 21 to 18 
and impose the responsibility of 
serving on juries, working as 
policem en and sig ning con­ 
tracts on youths. But they still 
won’t be able to drink alcohol. 


The vote on the measure by 
Assemblyman Paul Priolo. R- 
Pacifie Palisades, was 22-18: It 
was returned to the lower house 
for concurrence in a m end­ 
ments. 


Sen. Arlen Gregorio, upper 
house sponsor, said now that 


they have the vote, 18-year olds 
should also b e given adult privi­ 
leges. 


He said this would include 
jury duty, contra ct sig ning , 
working as ix ilicemen, firemen 
and even becoming licensed to 
carry a machine gun. 


In the case of young men age 
18, 19, and 20, they could also 
get married without parental 
consent, which they now must 
obtain. Women are free to mar- 
r>’ at age 18. 
A 
proposed constitutiona l 
amendment lowering the drink- 


ing age from 21 to 18 is pending 
in the Senate. If approved, it 
would lH‘ submitted for ratifica­ 
tion or rejection nex t year. 
One other major revision of 
the hill 
would cut off child 
support payments at 18. Hut 
support orders issued prior to 
the 
measure’s effective date 
would have to bo paid to the 
child’s 21st birthday. 
Fifteen Democrats joined by 
.seven Republicans voted for the 
bill and 10 Republicans and one 
Democrat opposed it. It re­ 
quired 21 votes for passage and 
got 22. 


Majar Schaal Funding Bill Is 
Killed By Panel in Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
legislature’s last major school 
financing bill has been killed in 
an Assembly committee, appar­ 
ently cutting off all hope this 
year for ex tra money for Cali­ 
fornia’s public schools. 


The measure and other pro­ 
posa ls to increa se funds to 
schools were waylaid by a gen­ 
eral feeling among legislators 
that (he problem of school fi­ 
nancing should be put off until 
the 1972 session because of the 
state Supreme Court decision in 
August. 


The court held that Califor­ 
n ia ’s 
system 
of 
fina ncing 
schools was unconstitutional be­ 
cause it relied too heavily on 
local property tax es, thus un­ 
fa irly pena lizing children in 
poorer school districts. 


The last bill, killed Wednes­ 
day. would have provided an 
additional $3(K) million annually 
in state school aid beginning 
nex t J uly. 
The measure was taken un­ 
der submission by the Assem ­ 
bly Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee at the request of its author. 
Sen. 
/Albert Rodda, D-Sacra- 
mento. 
According to his office, Rod­ 
da withdrew the bill because he 


feared the committee would not 
approve it in the light of other 
leg isla tiv e a ctions defea ting 
sch(K)I financing bills since the 
Supreme Court decision. 


The .senator’s bill would have 
increased state support from 
$279 to $350 a student annually 
and g ua ra nteed cost-of-living 
boosts in state aid. 


In addition to Rodda’s propos­ 
al, three other school financing 
measures have died in leg isla ­ 
tive committees since the Su­ 
preme Court decision despite 
the declaration la st May by 
Wilson Riles, sta te superintend­ 
ent of public instruction, that 
“ (he schools are in chaos.” 


“ They are on the verge of 
financial colla pse,” Riles said. 
"Teachers are being laid off. 
Classes are larger. Some dis­ 
tricts are broke.” 


Contributing to the demise of 
the sch(X)l bills were Gov. Ron­ 
ald Reagan’s statement that he 
was “ unalterably opposed” to 
any new state spending that 
would require a tax increase, 
an impasse on agreement on a 
major tax package, including 
property tax relief, and mount­ 
ing pressure for adjournment 
within a w'eek or two. 


Bogley Revives Measure 
On Farcing Student Fees 


SACRAMENTO (U P I)-R e - 
versing a previous vote, the 
.Assembly has approved leg isla ­ 
tion allowing imposition of a $15 
student fee to finance football 
and other activities at Sonoma 
State College, which has no 
student government. 
The bill, which had been de­ 
feated in September and rele­ 
gated to the inactive file, w'as 
resurrected W ednesda y and 
passed on a 41-20 vote. 
It W’as brought to life by 
Assemblyman William Bagley, 
R-San Rafael, despite objec­ 
tions by Assemblyman William 
Ketchum, R-Paso Robles, that 
it would circumvent the de­ 
sires" of vSonoma State students 
who voted student government 
out of ex istence. 
Under the bill, state college 
trustees could levy up to a $15 
fee for e,x tracurricular a ctivi­ 
ties if a majority of the stu­ 
dents approved. 


"Nathing Further Ta Say/ 


U.S. Tells Hanai In Paris 


PARIS (U PD -U .S-. Ambas­ 
sador William J . Porter cut 
short today’s 
session of the 
Vietnam peace talks after tell­ 
ing the Communists the United 
States has “ nothing further to 
sa y” until it receives what he 
called a “ constructive reply” to 
American proposals. 
Porter, in an abrupt switch in 
A m erica n ta ctics coinciding 
with the return of chief Hanoi 
negotiator, Xuan Thuy, read a 
23-word sta tem ent, then sa t 
back and listened to the usual 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam- 
e.se diatribes against President 
Nix on’s Vietnamese policies. 
When they had finished a t­ 
tacking Nix on’s Friday sta te­ 
ments on more troop withdraw­ 
a ls, Porter stated: 
“ There is nothing new in your 
sta tem ents toda y. You a re 
using the .same stale material I 
have heard .since my arrival 
here. I have no further com­ 
m ent and propose a djourn­ 
m ent.” 
Porter then proposed that the 
137th .session be postponed until 
Dec. 2 because of the American 
T h a n k sg iv in g h o lid a y n ex t 
Thursday and “ to give you time 
to reflect on your position.” The 
Communist side agreed and the 
neg otia ting 
tea m s le ft 
the 
chamber. 
In his 23-word formal state­ 
ment, Porter said about the 
same thing: 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen, we 
have repeatedly made our posi­ 
tion clear, we arc awaiting a 


constructive reply and, there­ 
fore, have nothing further to 
sa y.” It was perhaps the shor­ 
test speech ever delivered by 
the American side at the talks. 
Tevcn I>cdogar, a spokesman 
for the U.S. delegation, said tbe 
brief statement did not mean 
the Unitwi States was walking 
out of the stalemated talks, now 
in their third year. 
“ We are sta ying ,” Ix *dogar 
said. 
The Am erica n position to 
which I’orter referred has been 
a cease-fire in place, followed 
by negotiations for withdrawal 
of both American and North 
Vietname.se troops from South 
Vietnam. Elections would fol­ 
low with the Viet Cong allowed 
to participate 
as a political 
party. 
The Viet C^ong and Hanoi 
insist on immediate, unilateral 
withdrawal of only U.S. forces, 
ouster of the present Saigon 
regim e headed 
by President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and estab 
lishment of a coalition govern­ 
m ent including C om m unists. 
They have refused to discuss 
the release of American prison­ 
ers of war until the United 
States sets a firm date for total 
U.S. withdrawal. 
I/cdogar said after the session 
Porter’s refusal to deliver a 
formal statement applied only 
to today’s session. He said, “ We 
try in our opinion to say what 
should be said and this is what 
we thought ought to be said 
today,” 


Reagan did propose, as part 
of an overall tax package, a 
half-ccnt sales tax increase to 
raise .$250 million annually for 
schools.

Held Probing 


Massacre 


Ft. MEADE. Md (UPI) - A n 
officer who served in Vietnam 
at 
the time of the My Lai 
m a s s a c re testified today he 
heard Col. Oran K. Henderson 
instruct a subordinate to for­ 
m ally in vestigate rep o rts of 
slaying of unarmed civilians. 
Lt. Col. Donald J. Vest, who 
was supply officer in Hender­ 
son's brigade, appeared as the 
31st defense witness at Hender­ 
son’s court martial trial on 
charges of failing to make a full 
inquiry into the My Lai affair. 
Vest said that some time 
after the assault on the village 
on March 16,1968, he walked by 
a briefing tent and “ heard this 
conversation ... I think it was 
Col. H enderson talking with 
Col. Barker, I think it was Col. 
B arker.” 
The witness referred to Col. 
Frank Barker, who commanded 
the My Lai task force and was 
killed 
in 
a helicopter crash 
about three months after the 
operation. 
Vest said Henderson normal­ 
ly was a calm man, but that the 
conversation he overheard ‘‘got 
to the fingerpointing stage.” He 
said Henderson told the man he 
remembered to be Barker: ‘‘I 
want you to conduct a formal 
investigation of this because I 
w'ant to know just where the 
hell we stand.” 


Thieu Economic 
Plan Attacked

Adulthood-At-18 Bill Wins 
Senate Nod In Close Vote 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -T h e 
Senate has voted to lower the 
age of adulthood from 21 to 18 
and impose the responsibility of 
serving on juries, working as 
policem en and signing con­ 
tracts on youths. But they still 
won’t be able to drink alcohol. 


The vote on the measure by 
Assemblyman Paul Priolo, R- 
Paeifie Palisades, was 22-18: It 
was returned to the lower house 
for concurrence in am end­ 
ments. 


Sen. Arlen Gregorio, upper 
house sponsor, said now that 


they have the vote, 18-year olds 
should also be given adult privi­ 
leges. 


He said this w'ould include 
jury duty, contract signing, 
working as policemen, firemen 
and even becoming licensed to 
carry a machine gun. 


In the case of young men age 
18, 19, and 20, they could also 
get married without parental 
consent, which they now must 
obtain. Women are free to mar­ 
ry at age 18. 
A 
proposed constitutional 
amendment lowering the drink­ 


ing age from 21 to 18 is pending 
in the Senate. If approved, it 
would be submitted for ratifica­ 
tion or rejection next year. 
One other major revision of 
the hill would cut off child 
support payments at 
18. But 
support orders issued prioi to 
the 
measure’s effective date 
would have to be paid to the 
child’s 21st birthday. 
Fifteen Democrats joined by 
seven Republicans voted for the 
bill and 10 Republicans and one 
Democrat opposed it. 
It re­ 
quired 21 votes for passage and 
got 22. 


Major School Funding Bill Is 
Killed By Panel In Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - T h e 
legislature’s last m ajor school 
financing bill has been killed in 
an Assembly committee, appar­ 
ently cutting off all hope this 
year for extra money for Cali­ 
fornia’s public schools. 


The measure and other pro­ 
posals to in c re ase funds to 
schools were waylaid by a gen­ 
eral feeling am ong legislators 
that the problem of school fi­ 
nancing should be put off until 
the 1972 session because of the 
state Supreme Court decision in 
August. 


The court held that Califor­ 
n i a ’s 
sy stem 
of 
financing 
schools was unconstitutional be­ 
cause it relied too heavily on 
local property taxes, thus un­ 
fairly penalizing children in 
poorer school districts. 


The last bill, killed Wednes­ 
day. would have provided an 
additional $300 million annually 
in state school aid beginning 
next July. 
The m easure was taken un­ 
der submission by the Assem­ 
bly Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee at the request of its author, 
Sen. Albert Rodda, D-Sacra- 
mento. 
According to his office, Rod­ 
da withdrew’ the bill because he 


feared the committee would not 
approve it in the light of other 
le g islativ e actions d efeatin g 
school financing bills since the 
Supreme Court decision. 


The senator’s bill would have 
increased state support from 
$279 to $350 a student annually 
an d g u a ra n te e d eost-of-living 
boosts in state aid. 


In addition to Rodda’s propos­ 
al, three other school financing 
m easures have died in legisla­ 
tive committees since the Su­ 
prem e Court decision despite 
the declaration last May by 
Wilson Riles, state superintend­ 
ent of public instruction, that 
“ the schools are in chaos.” 


“ They are on the verge of 
financial collapse,” Riles said. 
“ Teachers are being laid off. 
Classes are larger. Some dis­ 
tricts are broke.” 


Contributing to the demise of 
the school bills were Gov. Ron­ 
ald R eagan’s statement that he 
was “ unalterably opposed” to 
any new state spending that 
would require a tax increase, 
an impasse on agreement on a 
m ajor tax package, including 
property tax relief, and mount-- 
ing pressure for adjournment 
within a week or two. 


Bagley Revives Measure 


On Forcing Student Fees 


SACRAMENTQ < U P I)-R e- 
versing a previous vote, the 
Assembly has approved legisla­ 
tion allowing imposition of a $15 
student fee to finance football 
and other activities at Sonoma 
State College, which has no 
student government. 
The bill, which had been de­ 
feated in Septem ber and rele­ 
gated to the inactive file, was 
re su rre c te d W ednesday and 
passed on a 41-20 vote. 
It was brought to life by 
Assemblyman William Bagley, 
R-San Rafael, despite objec­ 
tions by Assemblyman William 
Ketehum, R-Paso Robles, that 
it would circumvent the de­ 
sires“ of Sonoma State students 
who voted student government 
out of existence. 
Under the bill, state college 
trustees could levy up to a $15 
fee for extracurricular activi­ 
ties if a m ajority of the stu­ 
dents approved. 


'Nothing Further To Say/ 


U.S. Tells Hanoi In Paris 


PARIS (U P D -U .S-. Ambas­ 
sador William J. Porter cut 
short today’s session of the 
Vietnam peace talks after tell­ 
ing the Communists the United 
States has “nothing further to 
say ” until it receives what he 
called a “constructive reply” to 
American proposals. 
Porter, in an abrupt switch in 
Am erican ta ctics coinciding 
with the return of chief Hanoi 
negotiator, Xuan Thuy, read a 
23-word statem en t, then sat 
back and listened to the usual 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam­ 
ese diatribes against President 
Nixon’s Vietnamese policies. 
When they had finished at­ 
tacking Nixon’s Friday state­ 
ments on more troop withdraw­ 
als, Porter stated: 
“There is nothing new in your 
statem ents today. You are 
using the sam e stale material I 
have heard since my arrival 
here. I have no further com­ 
ment and propose adjourn­ 
ment.” 
Porter then proposed that the 
137th session be postponed until 
Dec, 2 because of the American 
T h a n k sg iv in g h o lid a y n ext 
Thursday and “to give you time 
to reflect on your position.” The 
Communist side agreed and the 
negotiating 
team s 
left 
the 
chamber. 
In his 23-word formal state­ 
ment, Porter said about the 
sam e thing: 
“ Ladies and Gentlemen, we 
have repeatedly m ade our posi­ 
tion clear, wc are awaiting a 


constructive reply and, there­ 
fore, have nothing further to 
say.” It was perhaps the shor­ 
test speech ever delivered by 
the American side at the talks. 
Teven ledogar, a spokesman 
for the U.S. delegation, said the 
brief statement did not mean 
th<* United States was walking 
out of the stalemated talks, now 
in their third year. 
“ We are staying,” Ledogar 
said. 
The A m erican position to 
which Porter referred has been 
a cease-fire in place, followed 
by negotiations for withdrawal 
of both American and North 
Vietnamese troops from South 
Vietnam. Elections would fol­ 
low with the Viet Cong allowed 
to participate as a political 
party. 
The Viet Cong and Hanoi 
insist on immediate, unilateral 
withdrawal of only U.S. forces, 
ouster of the present Saigon 
regim e headed by President 
Nguyen Van Thieu and estab­ 
lishment of a coalition govern­ 
m ent including Com m unists. 
They have refused to discuss 
the release of American prison­ 
ers of war until the United 
States sets a firm date for total 
U.S. withdrawal. 
Ledogar said after the session 
Porter’s refusal to deliver a 
formal statem ent applied only 
to today’s session. He said, “ We 
try in our opinion to say what 
should be said and this is what 
we thought ought to be said 
today.”

Slaying Trial 


SANTA ROSA OJ PP-The at­ 
tra ctiv e wido w o f a hea v y 
equipment o perato r testified 
Wednesday that she did no t tell 
any o ne abo ut her husband’s 
slay ing because “ I didn’t kno w 
what to do ,” 
Mrs. Dee Mancini Wilso n, 26, 
a part-time mo del and fo rmer 
waitress, appeared In So no ma 
Co unty Superio r Co urt at the 
murder trial o f J o seph B. Bar­ 
o n, 39 , a fo rmer Massachusetts 
underwo rld fig ure. 
Baro n, who was stay ing here 
o n paro le fro m the Walpo le, 
Mass., State Priso n, was ac­ 
cused o f killing Gay Wilso n, 26, 
last J uly . His bo dy was fo und 
near a creek in Glen Ellen. 
Mrs. Wilso n also to ld the 
co urt that she lied, when first 
questio ned, abo ut what she saw 
the nig ht o f the killing . “ I was 
afraid o f J o e, and I still am,” 
she said. 
She prev io usly testified that 
she was aware that her hus­ 
band had been inv o lv ed in the 
theft o f g uns and $300,000 in 
sto cks and bo nds. She added 
her husband and Baro n had 
arg ued abo ut the sto cks and 
bo nds. 
Autho rities had said Baro n 
was emplo y ed as a merchant 
marine co o k and had been per­ 
mitted to serv e his paro le in 
Califo rnia to hide fro m the 
Massachusetts underwo rld. 
The pro secutio n anno unced 
that it wo uld call to the witness 
stand Thursday William Gera­ 
way , a co nv icted murderer 
serv ing a term at the Walpo le 
penitentiary . Autho rities said 
he info rmed o fficials that Baro n 
killed Wilso n. 
Mrs. Wilso n spent fo ur day s 
o n the witness stand.

Court Hears 
Widow In 
Slaying Trial 


SANTA ROSA (UP ft—The at- 
tractive widow of a heavy 
equipment operator testified 
Wednesday that she did not tell 
anyone about her husband’s 
slaying because “I didn’t know 
what to do” 
Mrs. Dee Maneini Wilson, 2ft, 
a part-time model and former 
waitress, appeared In Sonoma 
County Superior Court at the 
murder trial of Joseph B. Bar­ 
on, 39, a former Massachusetts 
underworld figure. 
Baron, who was staying here 
on parole from the Walpole, 
Mass., State Prison, was ac­ 
cused of killing Gay Wilson, 26, 
last July. His body was found 
near a creek in Glen Ellen. 
Mrs. Wilson also told the 
court that she lied, when first 
questioned, about what she saw 
the night of the killing. “1 was 
afraid of Joe, and I still am,” 
she said. 
She previously testified that 
she was aware that her hus­ 
band had been involved in the 
theft of guns and $300,000 in 
stocks and bonds. She added 
her husband and Baron had 
argued about the stocks and 
bonds. 
Authorities had said Baron 
was employed as a merchant 
marine cook and had been per­ 
mitted to serve his parole in 
California to hide from the 
Massachusetts underworld. 
The prosecution announced 
that it would call to the witness 
stand Thursday William Gera­ 
way, a convicted murderer 
serv ing a term at the Walpole 
penitentiary. Authorities said 
he informed officials that Baron 
killed Wilson. 
Mrs. Wilson spent four days 
on the witness stand.

Ali Drops Buster Mathis 4 Times; Gets Decision 


HOUSTON (UPI)- Muham- 


mad Ali, who insists he’d give 
up fighting “ if I knew how to 
make a living some other 
wav, 
followed up his easy 


victory over Buster Mathis to­ 
day with the announcement 
that the next stop on his long 
road hack to Joe Frazier will be 
in Switzerland. 


The date is Dec. 18 in Zurich, 
and the opponent Jurgin Blin of 
Germany, a promising young 
heavyweight who figures to be 
just as much of an underdog 
against Ali as the hulking, out- 
of-shape Mathis. 
“ I plan to fight about five 
times a year until I get Fra­ 
zier,” said Ali after his four- 
knockdown, 12-round decision 
Wednesday night before a 
crowd of 21,000 in the Astro­ 
dome and closed circuit TV 
watchers at 100 locations in the 
United States and 27 foreign 
countries. 
“ Then,” he added, “ I'll retire 
and work for my religion.” 
The 250-pound Mathis, who 
got up off the canvas four times 
in the last two rounds in a 
stubborn effort to prove he’s no 
“ pussycat, 
provided Ali with 
little more than a spirited work­ 
out. For 10 rounds, Ali stayed 
out of harm’s reach until Bust-

er was falling-down weary, and 
then he chopped down the big 
man four times. 


However, Mathis, for one, 
came away convinced that Ali 
is exactly what he keeps saying 
he is —better than champion 
Frazier. 


Big Buster, who was knocked 
out by Frazier in 11 rounds 
back in 1968, insisted, “ Ali is 
still a better fighter than Fra­ 
zier. He's the best fighter I 
know.” 


“ Sonic day I’m going to Ik* 
champion of this world,” said 
Buster, who had spent the last 2 
1-2 years trying to make up his 
mind whether he ever wanted 
to fight again, and he dropped 
his head a moment, and added 
softly, “ Some day.” 


In victory, Ali was generous 
with his praise of Mathis, ex­ 
plaining, “ I didn’t open up any 
sooner because I couldn’t find 
an opening. Buster Mathis is a 
lot better than you writers told 
me he was.” 


And, as usual, Ali had sharp 
words for the man he always is 
really fighting, no matter the 
name of the man in the other 
corner —Joe Frazier. 


“ Both Jimmy Ellis and Math­ 
is were better boxers than Fra­ 
zier,” said Ali. “ You can print 
that Frazier is no boxer —he is 
just an animal.” 
The first 10 rounds of the 
Astrodome fight were dull and 
repetitious. Ali. who’d said he 
would fight “ in and out,” fought 
strictly “ out” —staying away 
from Mathis and spearing him 
with long lefts and snapping 
long rights. When the desper­ 
ately lunging Mathis did man­ 
age to maul him into the ropes, 


Ali disdained slugging and tied 
him up. 
The first knockdown in the 
Ilth round was surprising, be­ 
cause it came after punches 
that seemed no stronger than a 
100 that Ali landed earlier. 
Mathis went down on his knees, 
but was up at six. Again he 
went down from a cuff near the 
right ear, and this time the bell 
sounded at four. 
His handlers got him out for 
the 12th and Ali dropped him 
twice more, each time for a 
seven-count taken on one knee. 
At the end Mathis was on rub­ 
ber legs, but he was standing 
when the gong sounded. 
Ali said referee Chris Jordan 
should have stopped the fight. 
“ He should have stopped it 
when he saw I could just play 
with him,” said Ali. “ I toyed 
with him because he obviously 
was out and I didn’t want to kill 
him.” 
Ali also didn't gun for a kayo 
because he obviously knew he 
was safely ahead on the score­ 
cards. On the “ 10 point must” 
system in Texas that gives a 
round winner 10 points, Ali won, 
118-104. on the card of judge 
Ernie Taylor, 118-105, from Jor­ 
dan, and 119-108 from judge 
Earl Keel. 


EX-49ER AIDE 
Poor Blocking Prompts 
Ernie Zwahlen Firing 


HOUSTON (U PI) — The 
Houston Oilers’ front office has 
two ways of dealing with for­ 
mer San Francisco 49er coach­ 
es — fire one and keep the 
other. 
Head coach Ed Hughes and 
his assistant Ernie Zwahlen are 
the cases in point. With Houston 
out of title contention, the ad­ 
ministration decided an imme­ 
diate change was necessary. 
Since 
Adams 
had 
signed 
Hughes to an extended con­ 
tract, dumping the bench boss 
would not do. Thus, Zwahlen 
was dropped because the club’s 
offensive line “ couldn’t block 
against Westbury High School.” 
according to owner K. S. “ Bud” 
Adams. 
Adams said he and general 
manager John Breen disagreed 
with Hughes over the job done 
by Zwahlen. 
“ I fired Zwahlen,” Breen 
said. “ I want to get that 
straight. I fired him, not Mr. 
Adams. 
“ Naturally I expect coach 
Hughes to back up his own 
people,” Breen said. “ It is not 
that we doubt his judgment, it 
is just that sometimes coaches 
are so close to their people they 


can’t see the forest for the 
trees.” 
In an awkward luncheon 
meeting with newsmen, Adams 
and Breen did most of the 
talking while Hughes, whose 
record is 1-7-1, kept quiet. 
Hughes, who predicted after 
the exhibition season that Hous­ 
ton would win the AFC central 
division, would not comment on 
whether he felt the front office 
was showing a lack of confid­ 
ence in him. 
After the luncheon, Breen 
said Hughes was hired on a 
“ produce now basis — none of 
this rebuilding junk.” 
“ He told us he would produce 
a winner.” Breen said. “ He 
even predicted flatly we would 
win our division before the 
Cleveland game. The headlines 
were all over the Browns' bulle­ 
tin boards.” 
Cleveland beat Houston 31-0. 
Adams, who has been through 
six head coaches in the Oilers’ 
12 years, sat next to Hughes as 
he said it was his opinion, and 
that of Breen, the offensive line 
was the reason Houston ranks 
last in the conference in rush­ 
ing and 11th in total offense. 
“ We got Zwahlen the person­ 


nel he wanted,” Adams said. 
“ He got rid of Glen Ray Hines, 
who didn’t look too bad (for 
New Orleans) when I saw him 
on TV, and he wanted to get rid 
of Tom Regner. I stopped that. 
But he put Regner on the move 
list. 
“ He was using (Bob) Young 
instead of Regner. We let Bob­ 
by Maples go and used Jerry 
Sturm. We’re still trying to find 
out whether Sturm is 34 or 38 or 
just exactly how old he is.” 
Adams added, “ We’ve got a 
fine defense, but nothing on 
offense. We know there must be 
a reason. “ We've got a fine set 
of quarterbacks and receivers, 
but no rushing. It has to be the 
backs or the line. 
“ We traded for new backs — 
proven runners (Dick Post from 
Denver and Robert Holmes 
from Kansas City). 
“ Finally we had to realize 
our line couldn’t block against 
Westbury High School,” Adams 
said. 
Breen, who was hired by Ad­ 
ams in 1959 to put together a 
team for the new American 
football league and has been 
with the Oilers ever since in 
some capacity.

Being Replaced With Another 


NEW YORK — The American temp era­ 
ment, as innu merable fo reign o bserv ers 
fro m De To cq u ev ille o n hav e no ted , ru ns 
to ex tremes. China is a p erfect ex amp le. 
Fo r 20 y ears, the mo st-p o p u lo u s natio n in 
the wo rld was tabo o and sp ecialists who 
insisted o n p o inting o u t the harsher 
realities were banished to o u ter d ark­ 
ness. 


No w the entrace o f the Chinese d ele­ 
gates into the United Natio ns has been 
treated , in the news med ia at least, as 
tho u gh it marked a miracu lo u s transfo r­ 
matio n. Ho sannas will so u nd in the co m­ 
p any o f natio ns and the lio n will lie d o wn 
with the lamb. 


In their carefu lly self-co ntained p er­ 
fo rmance the Chinese sho wed no ne o f the 
elatio n o f their p rincip al sp o nso rs. .Self- 
p o ssessed , reserv ed — the cliche wo rd is 
inscru table — they accep ted their p lace 
as reco gnitio n lo ng o v erd u e. These 
skilled p ro fessio nals with lo ng ex p erience 
in fo reign affairs, Chiao Ku an-Hu a, a 
d ep u ty fo reign minister, and Hu ang Hu a, 
who has been ambassad o r to Canad a, 
will nev er d ance in the aisles. 


MAKE NO MISTAKE, ho wev er, that 
the grace o f ad missio n to the U.N. will 
so ften their imp lacable ho stility to the 
“imp erialists,” fo remo st amo ng them 
being the United States. They will co n­ 
d u ct themselv es with p ro p riety . Bu t they 
will p u rsu e zealo u sly their end eav o rs 
with the Arab, African and certain Latin- 
Ameriean states that mu st, in the Mao ist 
co ncep t, be “liberated .” 
The d isastro u s p o licy fro m 1940 o n was 
ro o ted in the my th o f the o ther China. 
The missio naries had fo stered the belief 
that the Chinese were o n the way to 
beco ming a Christian p eo p le. Christian 
ad v o cates co ntend ed that Chian Kai- 
shek’s wartime cabinet was the mo st 
Christian o f any in the wo rld . Ad d to this 
Franklin Ro o sev elt’s fix atio n that China 
mu st be a big p o wer. 
All this went blind ly in the face o f 
facts. At best two to 2 lt p er cent o f the 
Chinese were at any o ne time co nv erts. 
Du ring the Bo x er rebellio n, Christian 
missio naries were slau ghtered who lesale. 
As the Co mmu nists began to gain p o wer, 
the naiv e no tio n was fo stered that they 


were no t Co mmu nists at all bu t agrarian 
refo rmers. 
WITH THE GRAND illu sio n o f the 30s 
and '40s — a Christian natio n p ro gressing 
in the d emo cratic trad itio n o f the West - 
swep t away , the signs o f a new d elu sio n 
are v isible. That is, China as a great 
so u rce o f trad e, to u rism and friend ly 
ex changes. 
It d eriv es fro m the same kind o f 
wishfu l thinking that inflated the o ther 
d elu sio n. Hu nd red s o f American bu si­ 
nessmen are p rimed o n a sp rinter’s start 
fo r the bo nanza o f tho se first trad e 
agreements. Actu ally in terms o f interna­ 
tio nal trad e, as wid ely accep ted in the 
ex change o f go o d s, China o ffers little that 
the United States need s o r wants. W’est 
Germany has lo ng had an energetic and 
kno wled geable trad e missio n in ( hina, 
y et the ex change o f go o d s thu s far has 
been abo u t eq u iv alent to Germany s 
trad e with little Lu x embo u rg. 
As fo r to u rism, a recent v isito r to 
Peking — an o ld China hand who has 
kep t clo se trad ing co nnectio ns o v er the 
y ears — was to ld by the o fficial resp o nsi­ 
ble fo r trav el that the Peo p le's Rep u blic 
was interested in o nly three classes o f 
v isito rs: d elegatio ns fro m friend ly co u n­ 
tries, lo ngtime friend s o f Co mmu nist 
China fro m abro ad , and so me bu siness­ 
men. The o fficial blu ntly ru led o u t to u r­ 
ism as a so u rce o f hard -cu rrency earn­ 
ings. That held no interest whatso ev er 
fo r China. 
THAT THE PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC is 
no w p art o f the U.N. is a cau se fo r 
satisfactio n. No o ne ex cep t the p ro p o ­ 
nents o f Chiang o n his island o f Taiwan 
co u ld hav e wanted it o therwise. To hav e 
ex clu d ed fo r so lo ng, largely d u e to 
American o p p o sitio n, a natio n o f 700 
millio n p eo p le will seem to fu tu re histo ri­ 
ans as great a p u zzle as China itself. 
The o ld China hand mentio ned abo v e 
p resents to his friend s a nicely bo u nd 
bo o k with the title, “What I Kno w Abo u t 
China.” It co ntains 40 blank p ages. That 
is a bit o f mo d esty which o thers with far 
less kno wled ge might emu late. The v ery 
fact that, within so v ast a land mass and 
with so teeming a p o p u latio n, the secret 
o f the p resent u ncertainty has been so 
well kep t is a tribu te to the co ntro ls and 
the co nd itio ning so efficiently ex ercised .

So me o f these are no t just 
canaries o r lo v ebirds. Hawks, 
o wls and v ultures “ are o ften 
fo und in city apartments,” the 
insurance co m pany ’s bureau 
declares. 


OWLS MIGHT BE SOME an­ 
no y ance to dwellers in neig h­ 
bo ring apartm ents. But the 
mo st difficulty o v er pets arises 
fro m do g s. The bureau say s 
mo re than 4 5 per cent o f U.S.

No t being able to raise the gas tax fo r 
rap id transit p u rp o ses, the legislatu re 
to o k the nex t best ro ad , and ap p lied the 
sales tax to gaso line. Go v erno r Reagan 
signed the bill, and he let the no n-u rban 
p o p u latio n in fo r so me d o u ble tax atio n. 
They hav e no rep resentatio n becau se o f 
the su p reme co u rt d ecisio n, and a better 
case o f tax atio n witho u t rep resentatio n 
has no t been fo u nd since the American 
Rev o lu tio n. 
GRANTED THAT RAPID transit is 
necessary in u rban areas, and granted 
so me state aid sho u ld be giv en to help 
the p ro grams get started , there wo u ld 
seem to he no lo gical reaso n why p eo p le 
in no n-u rban areas sho u ld be fo rced tc 
p ay a tax to assist the city d wellers in 
getting back and fo rth to their p laces o i 
emp lo y ment.

More And More Pets; 
Same Old Trouble 


Northwestern National Life 
Insurance Co. has something 
called its family economics bu­ 
reau, which makes surveys. It 
made a survey of pets in the 
United States, and has just 
come out with a report that 
they outnumber us homo sap­ 
iens by three to one. 


This is not quiet so bad as it 
sounds. Most of these 600 mil­ 
lion pets (the bureau’s esti­ 
m ate) 
are fish, swimming 
around in home aquariums. 
Some people wouldn't call them 
pets at all. 


There are about 20 million 
birds chirping, singing or sulk­ 
ing in little cages in people’s 
homes, according to the sur­ 
vey. Some of these are not just 
canaries or lovebirds. Hawks, 
owls and vultures “are often 
found in city apartments,” the 
insurance com pany’s bureau 
declares. 


OWLS MIGHT BE SOME an­ 
noyance to dwellers in neigh­ 
boring apartm ents. But the 
most difficulty over pets arises 
from dogs. The bureau says 
more than 45 per cent of U.S. 
families own a dog, a cat, or 
both. “Estimates of the dog 
population vary from 26 to 33 
million,” it says. “Due to the 
large numbers of stray cats 
that refuse to stand still and be 
counted, the feline population is 
estimated.to be anywhere from 
10 to 30 million.” 
The suburbs — which get 
blamed for all sorts of things 
these days, from the troubles of 
the “core cities” to spreading 
environmental pollution — get 
the blame for the oversupply of 
pets, too. Says Northwestern 
National Life: 
“One of the major reasons 
for the pet explosion is the 
continuing growth of suburbs

whose residents have the time, 
space and income to devote to 
pets.” 


Not surprisingly, the insur­ 
ance company’s bureau also 
reports: “California, the most 
transient state, is also the cen­ 
ter of the greatest pet activity. 
California has more pets and 
pet clubs, more pet shops, 
more kennels and catteries 
than all the other western 
states put together.-' 


ALL OF THIS EXPLAINS 
why leash law’ disputes contin­ 
ue to rage, year after year, 
before the city councils of most 
cities in Marin. 
The ruckus is almost entirely 
over dogs. Cats are inoffensive 
creatures and very neat, leav­ 
ing no mess where it’s visible 
— if they can get outside to 
bury it. They do yowl on the 
back fence, but seldom do city 
councils hear complaints about 
that. 
The com plaints com e be­ 
cause of dogs 
that (1) bite 
people, and (2) make messes on 
people’s property. 
The city councils try enacting 
tougher leash laws, but these 
fall down in enforcement. The 
dispute goes ’round and ’round, 
while the number of pets in­ 
creases and neighborhood feuds 
arise between pro-dog and anti­ 
dog factions. 


MUCH OF THE TROUBLE 
w’ould vanish if people who 
keep dogs would fence them in. 
None of the cities, however, 
seems to have ever considered 
an ordinance requiring that an­ 
yone who keeps a dog must 
have a yard for it completely 
surrounded by an eight-foot 
wire fence. 
It might work — except that 
now- and then somebody would 
leave the gate open.

Only Cities Representation

SACRAMENTO (Capitol) - One of the 
unfortunate results of having a city- 
dominated state legislature (and this was 
predicted when the “one-man. one vote” 
ukase of the Supreme Court went into 
effect) is the fact the country people have 
nothing to say about the imposition of 
new taxes. 
The case in point is the application by 
the legislature of the sales tax to gaso­ 
line, for the express purpose of raising 
funds for rapid transit purposes. 
ONLY THE TWO metropolitan areas of 
the state, Los Angeles, and San Francis-

co. are vitally interested in raising mon­ 
ey for rapid transit. 
Neither community or even groups of 
communities, has enough money, and 
consequently, they are searching the 
landscape for additional taxes to foot the 
billion-dollar transit bills. 
One of the few items not covered by the 
state sales tax is gasoline, which was 
exempted in the beginning for the simple 
reason it was already taxed almost out of 
proportion. The funds from the tax were 
designated exclusively for the construc­ 
tion of highways and a watchful state 
senate kept it 
that way until recent 
years, when inroads started on the gas 
tax monies for various purposes. 
Not being able to raise the gas tax for 
rapid transit purposes, the legislature 
took the next best road, and applied the 
sales tax to gasoline. Governor Reagan 
signed the bill, and he let the non-urban 
population in for some double taxation. 
They have no representation because of 
the supreme court decision, and a better 
case of taxation without representation 
has not been found since the American 
Revolution. 
GRANTED THAT RAPID transit is 
necessary in urban areas, and granted 
some state aid should be given to help 
the programs get started, there would 
seem to be no logical reason why people 
in non-urban areas should be forced tc 
pay a tax to assist the city dwellers in 
getting back and forth to their places of 
employment. 
So the “one man, one vote” concept 
now is beginning to reward the urban 
section of the state. W'hen the governor 
had the temerity to sign the bill into law, 
he did nothing but impose a grievous tax 
on a segment of the people which will 
find no way to benefit from the paym ent.

One Fantasy About China 
Being Replaced With Another

NEW YORK — The American tem pera­ 
ment, as innumerable foreign observers 
from De Tocqueville on have noted, runs 
to extremes. China is a perfect example. 
For 20 years, the most-populous nation in 
the world was taboo and specialists who 
insisted on pointing out the harsher 
realities were banished to outer dark­ 
ness. 


Now the entrace of the Chinese dele­ 
gates into the United Nations has been 
treated, in the news media at least, as 
though it marked a miraculous transfor­ 
mation. Hosannas will sound in the com­ 
pany of nations and the lion will lie down 
with the lamb. 


In their carefully self-contained per­ 
formance the Chinese showed none of the 
elation of their principal sponsors. Self- 
possessed, reserved — the cliche word is 
inscrutable — they accepted their place 
as recognition long overdue. These 
skilled professionals with long experience 
in foreign affairs, Chiao Kuan-Hua, a 
deputy foreign minister, and Huang Hua, 
who has been ambassador to Canada, 
will never dance in the aisles. 


MAKE NO MISTAKE, however, that 
the grace of admission to the U.N. will 
soften their implacable hostility to the 
“ imperialists,” foremost among them 
being the United States. They will con­ 
duct themselves with propriety. But they 
will pursue zealously their endeavors 
with the Arab, African and certain Latin- 
American states that must, in the Maoist 
concept, be “liberated.” 
The disastrous policy from 1940 on was 
rooted in the myth of the other China. 
The missionaries had fostered the belief 
that the Chinese were on the way to 
becoming a Christian people. Christian 
advocates contended that Chian Kai- 
shek’s wartime cabinet was the most 
Christian of any in the world. Add to this 
Franklin Roosevelt’s fixation that China 
must be a big pow'er. 
All this went blindly in the face of 
facts. At best two to 2Vz per cent of the 
Chinese were at any one time converts. 
During the Boxer rebellion, Christian 
missionaries w'ere slaughtered wholesale. 
As the Communists began to gain pow’er, 
the naive notion was fostered that they

were not Communists at all but agrarian 
reformers. 
WITH THE GRAND illusion of the JUS 
and ’40s - a Christian nation progressing 
in the democratic tradition of the West - 
swept away, the signs of a new delusion 
are visible. That is, China as a great 
source of trade, tourism and friendly 
exchanges. 
, 
It derives from the same kind of 
wishful thinking that inflated the other 
delusion. Hundreds of American busi­ 
nessmen are primed on a sprinter s start 
for the bonanza of those firs I trade 
agreements. Actually in terms of interna­ 
tional trade, as widely accepted in the 
exchange of goods, China offers little that 
the United States needs or wants. West 
Germany has long had an energetic and 
knowledgeable trade mission in China, 
yet the exchange of goods thus far has 
been about equivalent to G erm any s 
trade with little Luxembourg. 
As for tourism, a recent visitor to 
Peking — an old China hand who has 
kept dose trading connections over the 
years — was told by the official responsi­ 
ble for travel that the People’s Republic 
was interested in only three classes of 
visitors: delegations from friendly coun­ 
tries, longtim e friends of Communist 
China from abroad, and some business­ 
men. The official bluntly ruled out tour­ 
ism as a source of hard-currency earn­ 
ings. That held no interest whatsoever 
for China. 
THAT THE PEOPLE’S REPUBLIC is 
now part of the U.N. is a cause for 
satisfaction. No one except the propo­ 
nents of Chiang on his island of Taiwan 
could have wanted it otherwise. To have 
excluded for so long, largely due ^to 
American opposition, a nation of 700 
million people will seem to future histori­ 
ans as great a puzzle as China itself. 
The old China hand mentioned above 
presents to his friends a nicely bound 
book with the title, “What I Know About 
China.” It contains 40 blank pages. That 
is a bit of modesty which others with far 
less knowledge might emulate. The very 
fact that, within so vast a land mass and 
with so teeming a population, the secret 
of the present uncertainty has been so 
well kept is a tribute to the controls and 
the conditioning so efficiently exercised.

Relax Boycott Of Cuba

Fidel Castro’s visit to Chile, his first 
trip outside Cuba in seven years, is 
contributing to a belief that Cuba is about 
to break out of the quarantine imposed 
upon it in 1964 by the Organization of 
American States behind the leadership of 
the United States. 


The change, if it comes about, will be 
less the result of any change on Castro’s 
part than a decline in U.S. influence 
brought about by a number of factors 
including mounting nationalism among 
Latin American nations and a conviction 
that the United States neither under­ 
stands nor cares about their problems. 


A nose count of nations indicates that 
at least half the members of the OAS 
want at least to discuss a possible change 
in the attitude toward the Castro regime 
and that some may simply go ahead and 
re-establish relations with or without 
OAS approval.

Among other Latin American nations 
there obviously is an increasingly relaxed 
attitude toward Castro, based partly on a 
belief that his attem pt to export violent 
revolution throughout his hem isphere 
blew itself out with the death of Che 
Guevara in Bolivia and partly on Mos­ 
cow’s condemnation of violent revolution­ 
ary movements in Latin America. 


NOTEWORTHY IN ALL THIS has 
been the attitude of the chief antagonists 
toward each other. 
Washington has replied with a firm 
negative to speculation that its moves 
toward improved relations with Commu­ 
nist China presage similar moves toward 
Cuba. Castro has declared, “ W’e are not 
seeking conciliation of any kind with 
Yankee im perialism .” 
And so long as Cuba is costing the 
Soviet Union something like a million 
dollars a day to sustain and so long as 
the United States is reluctant to take 
over any such burden, that is probably 
the way things will remain. 
’ It remains to be seen whether the 
United States’ lowered world posture also 
includes noninterference as other nations 
of the hemisphere move to make their 
own accommodations with Castro.

BECAUSE OF THIS con fusion 
we hav e decided on a q uestion - 
an d-an swer format to clear up 
this m atter on ce an d for all: 
q . _ Why does the gov ern ­ 
men t tell y ou on e thin g about 
phosphate detergen ts, an d then 
a few mon ths later tell y ou the 
opposite? 
A —Because on e departm en t 
of the gov ern men t n ev er kn ows 
what the other departm en t of 
the gov ern men t is doin g. The 
E n v iron m e n ta l P rote c tion 
Agen cy , which worries about 
clean water, is again st phos­ 
phate detergen ts because they 
cause algae to grow in the 
water. The surgeon gen eral is 
for phosphate detergen ts be­ 
cause they are safer for chil­ 
dren to eat than caustic deter­ 
gen ts w ithout phosphates in 
them. 
Q - WHERE DO THE SOAP 
compan ies stan d? 
A — They can go either way , 
at least in their adv ertisin g 
campaign s. When the first pub­ 
licity about phosphate deter­ 
gen ts made the headlin es, all 
the soap compan ies an n oun ced 
they had n ew n on phosphate 
products that would sav e Amer­ 
ica. Now that phosphates hav e 
the surgeon gen eral s approv al, 
the soap compan ies are back to 
their old products an d hav e 
decided their n ew detergen ts 
won ’t sav e the en v iron men t af­ 
ter all. 
Q — What is the soap compa­ 
n ies’ solution to eutroph ica­ 
tion , the process which clogs 
the water with algae? 
A — The soap compan ies’ 
solution is for each commun ity 
to build n ew sewage-disposal 
plan ts to screen out the phos­ 
phates. 
Q — Isn ’t that more compli­ 
cated than screen in g out the 
phosphates before they go in to 
the detergen t box es?

225,000 already eligible under 
¡ the bill, ami another site wait­ 
ing in the wings. 
Already past the seven-year 
limit are a 32-acre site in Marin 
^ity purchased in 1962 and a 47- 
jfacre plot in Lagunitas obtained 
in 1964. 
A 52-acre site in Tiburon 
J bought for $440,000 in June of 
T-1966 will soon be eligible. 
The bill seems to have caught 


the Tam District by surprise. 
Supt. Wilber D. Hawkins said 
he has no idea how much the 
law could cost the district or 
what sort of property develop­ 
ment would negate the tax. 
County Assessor Bert W. 
Broemmel likewise did not 
know the potential cost to the 
district. 
THE LAW EMPOWERS the 
state allocation board to decide 
that sites have not been used 
“ for the purposes intended 
within the period specified,” 
according to Don Anderson, ex­ 
ecutive officer of the board. 
Hie board also has the au­ 
thority to extend the time limit 
by finding that a school district 
will use the property within a 
reasonable period of time, he 
said in a letter to school dis­ 
tricts throughout the state. 
He said the legislation devel­ 
oped from reports to the board 
that 400 sites valued in excess 
of $1 million have been bought 
with state school building 
funds, but not used. 
Unless Tamalpais High 
School District can show it 
plans to use its sites within a 
reasonable length of time, it 
may soon be receiving a 
healthy tax bill just like the 
homeowners that support the 
district. 


Supt. James G. Bunker fore­ 
sees a continuing decline in 
elementary enrollment in the 
Novato Unified School District, 
despite increasing population. 


Bunker reported to trustees 
Tuesday night that elementary 
enrollment has declined from a 
peak of 6,797 in the 196849 
school year to 6,378 this year. 
He predicted a drop to 5,685 
by the fall of 1973, dropping 
enrollment to about 1,100 below 
the {K‘ak year. 


New housing in Novato, main­ 
ly 
townhouses 
and apart­ 
ments, 
‘don’t produce pupils 
and there is a declining birth 
rate,” Bunker explained. 


“ Next year for the first time, 
the kindergarten enrollment 
will be less than the twelfth 
grade enrollment,” he said. 
As a result of the declining 
enrollment, the district has 
“ plenty of space” for elementa­ 
ry pupils and “ might even need 


to close” a school in the 1973-74 
school year, he said. 
In contrast, there will lie a 
slight Increase in secondary 
school enrollment, junior high 
and high schools, in the next 
few years, Bunker reported. 


The secondary enrollment, 
now at 5,102, is expected to' 
increase slightly next year and 
reach 5,360 by 1974-75. 
If these enrollment projec­ 
tions hold up, the district will 
* have “ ample secondary capaci­ 
ty,” although there might be a 
“ tight year” at the junior high 
level. Bunker said. In that 
event, portable classrooms 
could Ik* used temporarily, he 
said. 
The 
district’s 
two 
high 
schools, Novato and San Marin, 
have the capacity to meet the 
expected enrollment, Bunker 
said. Novato High School has a 
capacity of 1,520 students and 
San Marin High School a capac­ 
ity of 1,130. 


The district has a site for a 
fourth junior high school, but 
under the current “ enrollment 
pattern” it won’t Ik * needed, 
Bunker said 
The total district enrollment 
thia year is 11,470 and it is 
expected to drop to 11,150 in the 
1972-73 school year.

District board also:

Cleaner Drinks On Laundry Day 
All Explained By Q And A 


WASHINGTON — Thanks to 
the government, housewives 
are completely confused about 
the use of phosphate deter­ 
gents. 
Fifsf, they were warned that 
if they used these detergents 
they wquld pollute the waters of 
land. 
the 
Then, after the women of 
Ameriea decided they would 
give up phosphates and use 
other lands of soaps, they were 
told by the surgeon general to 
go back to using phosphate 
detergents. 
BECAUSE OF THIS confusion 
we have decided on a question- 
and.-answer format to clear up 
this matter once and for all: 
Q. — Why does the govern­ 
ment tell you one thing about 
phosphate detergents, and then 
a few months later tell you the 
opposite? 
A —Because one department 
of the government never knows 
what the other department of 
the government is doing. The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency, which worries about 
clean water, is against phos­ 
phate detergents because they 
cause algae to grow in the 
water. The surgeon general is 
for phosphate detergents be­ 
cause they are safer for chil­ 
dren to eat than caustic deter­ 
gents without phosphates in 
them. 
Q — WHERE DO THE SOAP 
companies stand? 
A — They can go either way, 
at least in their advertising 
campaigns. When the first pub­ 
licity about phosphate deter­ 
gents made the headlines, all 
the soap companies announced 
they had new nonpho6phate 
products that would save Amer­ 
ica. Now that phosphates have 
the surgeon general’s approval, 
the soap companies are back to 
their old products and have 
decided their new detergents 
won’t save the environment af­ 
ter all. 
Q — What is the soap compa­ 
nies’ solution to eutrophica­ 
tion, the process which clogs 
the water with algae? 
A — The soap companies’ 
solution is for each community 
to build new sewage-disposal 
plants to screen out the phos­ 
phates. 
Q — Isn’t that more compli­ 
cated than screening out the 
phosphates before they go into 
the detergent boxes9

Ecology people opposed to 
phosphates say the surgeon 
general is all wet. Any time you 
discharge phosphates into wa­ 
ter, they affect the quality of 
water hundreds of miles away. 
The lakes of 32 of the 50 states 
show signs of dying from phos­ 
phate-fed algae. 


q _ Who is the housewife to 
believe? 
A — That’s a good question. 
The housewife has to make a 
choice between clothes that are 
whiter than white or water that 
is cleaner than clean. 
Q —Are you trying to say we 
must all choose between what 
we wear and what we drink? 
A — Something like that. We 
have been brought up in this 
country to'believe that clean 
laundry is next to godliness. 
But we now have scientific 
proof that people can live long­ 
er drinking clean water than 
they can wearing clean shirts. 
Q — BUT WON’T a housewife 
be pilloried in her neighborhood 
if her husband’s shirts aren't 
sparkling white? 
A — That is the biggest myth 
of all. Nobody wears white 
shirts any more. 
Q — If a housewife didn’t 
want to use phosphate deter­ 
gents and she was afraid of 
using nonphosphate detergents, 
could she use laundry soap? 
A — What’s laundry soap?
